NOT UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 


‘Contrary to popular belief, Shenandoah 

not under martial law. The local au- 
horities and the Sheriff of the county have 
mot relinquished control of the town or 
ounty. They remain in as complete con- 
rol of their respective affairs as they did 
before the troops reached here. The soldiers 
re merely in camp on the outside of the 
own. It was deemed advisable, however, 


by the Brigadier General to establish pro- 
ost guard in certain parts of the town. 
Major Norman 8. Farquhar of Pottsville 
is the provost marshal. So long as the 
situation remains as it is at present there 
fs not any likelihood that the regimental 
companies will be scattered through the 
mining towns of Schuylkill County. It is 
the intention of Gen. Gobin to have the 
troops occupy their time by going through 
drills, target practice, and general camp 
routine. 

Gen. Gobin spent a busy day informing 
himself of the situation throughout the 
county. He had a personal interview with 
Sheriff 8. Rowland Beddall in the fore- 
noon and a telephone conrerence with him 
in the afternoon. The General also re- 
ceived messages from various parts of the 
territory. In an interview to-night Gen. 
Gobin said: : 

“The gencral situation is very quiet. 
There were no incidents during the day 
worthy of note, except the arrival of 
or 600 men on freight trains. It seems that 
a lot of the idle men for want of some- 
thing better to do jump freight trains and 
ride from one town to another. They call 
such rides ‘Johnny Mitchell excursions.’ 

“I have received dispatches from -iffer- 
ent parts of the county which tell of meet- 
ings, marches, attacks on individuals, vio- 
lations of the law, and the refusal of local 

lice authorities to enforce the law. Upon 

hese dispatches I am not yet ready to 
act. What I will do depends largely upon 
what the Sheriff is going to do. We are 
here to give him supoprt in his efforts to 
enforce the civil law. We were ordered 
here because of his inability to do so. The 
National Guard has no opinion to express 
as to the merits of the question agitated 
by either side to the controversy, as that is 
mot within its province.” 

The mine workers are greatly incensed 
over the calling out of the troops. They 
a@esert that this action was entirely un- 
warranted and is an unjustifiable expense 
on the State. The strikers, through their 
oificials, are making «n effort to have the 
soldiers withdrawn. The first step in this 
Girection was taken this afternoon, when 
the following telegram was sent from here 
to Gov. Stone: 

We, the undersigned officials of the Ninth Dia- 
trict of the Miners’ Union, believe that the re- 
quest made to you to send troops to Shenandoah 
was based upon exaggerations, and as we are 
confirmed in this belief we respectfully request 
you to send a personal representative into this 
town to investigate the conditions, and after 
euch investigation believe that you will learn 
that the presence of the troops in this town is 
wnneccessazy and that the order shoud be re-

THE NILE DAM FINISHED. 


Last Coping Stone Was Laid on 
Wednesday.

LONDON. Aug. 1.—The Times an- 
nounces that the last coping stone of 
the Nile dam at Assouan was laid on 
Wednesday. ’ 


The Nile Reservoir, for which the great 
dams at Assouan and Assolut have been 
constructed, will enable wide tracts of land 
to bear two crops a yeur instead of one, 
will bring waste districts into tillage, and 
will greatly increase the area of sugar cul- 
tivation. The reservoir will supply 1,000,- 
000,000 cuble meters of water annually. 

, The dam at Assouan is I', miles long. It 
is pierced by 18) openings, J3 "feet side and 
7 feet wide, which have steel sluice gates. 

The news that the Nile Reservoir was to 
be begun was contained In an announce- 
ment on Feb. 20, 1808, to the effect that 
the Khedive in Council had approved a 
contract with John Aird & Co. which set- 
tled the much debated question. Str John 
Aird, Bart., is the Mayor of Paddington, 
and when Lord Kitchener arrived in Lon- 
don a few days ago he asked Sir John, who 
presented an address of welcome to him, 
how the work at Assouan Was progressing. 


The contract called for the completion of 
the two dams in five years from July 1, 
1898, and the contractors agreed to accept 
payments by annual Installments of £160,- 
Ooo, beginning on the completion of the 
dams and extending over thirty years—a 
total of 24,400,000. Sir Benjamin Baker is 
the chief engineer of the scheme. 

Work was begun immediately after the 
contract had been signed, and about a 
— ago it was stated that progress had 
een so much more rapid than had been 
expected that there was reason to be- 
Heve that the undertaking would be com- 
pleted six months earlier than was origt- 
nally thought poxsible. 

Continuous employment on the Assouan 
dam has been given for the last cighteen 
months to 16,000 operatives, YO per cent. of 
whom are Egyptians. 

The entire works at Assouan will be fin- 
ished, in Sir John Aird’s opinion, by the 
end of the year. 


SAMUEL K. NESTER ILL. 


Geneva (N. Y.) Millionaire Suffering 
from Nervous Prostration. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 

GENEVA, N. Y., July 31.—Word was re- 
ceived by telegraph here to-day that Sam- 
uel K, Nester, the millionaire maltster, of 
this city, was seriously ill in the Manhat- 
tan Hotel in New York. His family was 
notified, and his wife requested to come to 
him at once. She left by the first train, 
accompanied by the family physician, Dr. 
G. B. Young. It was reported that Mr. 
Nester was !ll with nervous prostration. 
Mr. Nester had not been well, and for some 
time was feared to be on the verge of 
collapse, but he insisted on keeping at his 
business and managing his vast interests. 
He had said, however, that he would soon 
try to take a six months’ rest and a trip 
to Europe, and he had been lately working 
with this in view. 

Mr. Nester is the wealthiest resident of 
this city, his wealth being estimated be- 
tween one and two millions, all of which 
he accumulated by his own efforts. He 
has large malthouses here and in Buffalo, 
Chicago, and other places, and has always 
insisted on managing himself the details 
of his large interests. He is also a very 
large property owner, being the owner of 
two hotels here, one bearing his name. 
He owns also a number of business blocks 
and farms, as well as extensive farming 
lands in the West. He is frequently away 
from home, going constantly to New York, 


Boston, Buffalo, Chicago, and other places 
where he has interests, and it was feared 
that he might be taken ill on some of 
these trips unless he soon relinquished 
some of his business cares.

The Hammond Plants Acquired by the 
Armours for $5,000,000.

CHICAGO, Ill, July 31.—The sale of the 
controlling interest of the G. H. Hlam- 
mond Company and the Hammond Packing 
Company to Armour & Co., or individual 
members of the Armour firm, is now prac- 
tically completed. To-day the leading Sock- 
holders in the Hammond company were in 
conference, and it ls believed the deal was 
formally closed, The plants of the Ilam- 
mond company at Hammond, Ind., will 
close on Saturday for an inventory, and 
changes in the office force there already 
have begun. 

The price paid for the property is not 
known, but the amount Involved ts said to 
be close t6 $5,000,000, The new Hammond 
Building now under way at the Unton 
Stock Yards will be completed immediate- 
ly. It is belleved that the plant at Ham- 
mond will be abandoned. 

The G. H. Hammond Company has out- 
standing $3,000,000 capital stock, ($4,000,000 
being authorized,) and $1,550,000 in 6 per 
cent. bonds. The Hammond Packing Com- 
pany has a capital stock of $1,000,000, Both 
companies have plants in Hammond, Ind., 
St. Joseph, Mo., and South Omaha, Neb. 
The South Omaha plant is not running at 

resent, and the ant at Hammond has 
Coon crippled by fire. 

The plant at Hammond, crippled as it is, 
has a capacity of 1,100 cattle, 1,000 hogs, 
and 2,000 sheep dally.

University of California was communicated 
with by telephone and advised the people 
to quit the town as soon as possible. ile 
also advised that the doors of residences 
and places of business be left open, so 
that those indoors might escape to the 
streets without delay in the event of fur- 
ther disturbances. The advice of President 
Wheeler was communicated to the people 
at once, and his suggesfMon to keep all 
doors open was immediately acted upon. 

it is impossible to estimate the financial 
loss at this time with any degree of accu- 
racy. The Western Union Oil Company is 
the heaviest loser, two of its immense stor- 
age tanks being demolished, releasing thou- 
sands of gallons of oil. 


SANTA BARBARA, Cal. July 31.—A 
stretch of territory in the upper portion of 
Santa Barbura County, in which are situ- 
ated Lompoc, Santa Ynez, Ballard, Los 
Alamos and other smaller towns, was again 
visited by an earthquake early this morn- 
ing. Much the heaviest of the shocks was 
reported from Los Alamvus, where heavy 
damage was caused and where the inhab- 
itants fled for their lives. 

Other reports of damage are coming in, 
but thus far there is no loss of life nor 
serious injury to any one. 

Telephonic communication with the dis- 
trict is interrupted this morning. A slight 
shock wus felt at Santa Barbara. 

Muny families have left Los Alamos, go- 
ing to Santa Maria. San Luis Obispo, lom- 
poc, and Santa Barbara. The latesi re- 
ports indicate that the damage was cone 
fined to the immediate vicinity of Los Aia- 
mos. Capt. Harris estimates the loss to 
buildings and contenis in Los Alamos at 
about $30,000, 

A peculiarity of the disturbances is the 
limited area affected. Only two of the 
more severe shocks were felt in Santa 
Barbara and did absolutely no damage in 
this city. For this reason there is no alarm 
here. 

LOMPOC, Cal, July 31.—Three distines 
shocks of earthquake were felt’ here last 
night, two of the shocks being very severe 
lasting over half a minute each.

TRANSIT FACILITIES 
DISCUSSED BY MR. LOW 


Suggestions Concerning All of the 
East River Bridges. 


MOVING PLATFORMS DISLIKED 


Suspended Structure of Brooklyn Bridge 
Should Be Rebuilt— Park Avenue 
Improvement — Electricity for 
Steam in Tunnel — West 
Side Railroad. 


Mayor Low's public talk yesterday, the 
fourth of the series, related to the tran- 
sit facilities of Greater New York. He 
favored the rebuilding of the superstruct- 
ure of the Brooklyn Bridge, and disap- 
proved of the use of moving platforms, as 
suggested by Bridge Commissioner Lin- 
denthal. He declared that all bridges 
should be treated as railroad thoroughfares. 
He advocated the early completion of the 
plans for a subway on the east side of 
Manhattan, and told in detail of the offer 
of the New York Central Railroad to im- 
prove its terminal facilities and the Park 
Avenue Tunnel. Following is Mayor Low's 
Statement in full: 


THE MAYOR'S STATEMENT. 


“It has been the usual custom for Amer- 
ican cities in the matter of railroad fran- 
chises to wait until somebody wanted to 
do something, and then the city has been 
content to say yes or no. It has long been 
my contention that a city ought to be able 
to say what it wanted to have done, and 
then to ascertain what somebody would do 
it for; in other words, that the city should 
be able to take the Initiative. This the 
City of New York has done in the case of 
both the subway franchises It not 
the least of the many advantages that this 
city the rapid transit act that 
this has gradually been developed by 
successive amendment up to the point that 
the cits take the initiative in laying 
out routes and in preparing railroad fran- 
chises, both overhead and underground, as 
it pleases, 
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“When the Brooklyn Bridge was designed

I think it is true that a moving platform 
would carry double the number of people 
of the present bridge railroad; but it would 
be reverting to the old idea of the bridge as 
a thing complete in itself, instead of as a 
railroad thoroughfare. Neither do I think 
it good judgment, if it can be avoided, to 
abandon, even temporarily, a single fare 
between the boroughs. am quite con- 
fident that the, moving platform should not 
be resorted to except in case of necessit 

or except in response to a popular demand. 
The rt of wisdom, I am sure, is to xo 
ahead with the plans for permanent relief 
as soon as possible. 

“If | am asked what, then, Is to happen 
next Winter, when the dangerous and un- 
seemly crowding again appears, I can only 
say that this must be overcome, as far as 
practicable, by suitable re ulation, unless 
still further study should show that addi- 
tional trolley loops can be installed without 
interfering with the bridge railroad plat- 
form. If no ngw loops can be made the 
Rapid Transit*Company must be called 
upon to remove some of the many lines that 
now use the bridge, so as to reduce the 
overcrowding. Thus far no _ practicable 
plan has been brought to my at ention. 


CONNECTING WITH MANHATTAN 
FROM THE NORTH. 


“The key of this situation, as far as it is 
an unsolved problem, is the New York 
Central & Hudson River Rallroad, It is a 
fortunate thing that no legislation affecting 
the Grand Central Station was had last win- 
ter, for legislation hurriedly prepared and 
passed under pressure of a feeling of panic

JULY OATS CORNER 
INJUNCTION MODIFIED. 


Sworn Statement of Purchases Made by 
Bull Clique. 


CHICAGO, July 31.—Judge Chytraus to- 
day modified the injunction issued yester- 
day restraining the Chicago Board of Trade 
and Bourd of Trade operators, James A. 
Patten, Carrington, Patten & Co., and 
Bartlett, Frazier & ('o., from conducting 
a corner in July standard oats by restrain- 
ing the defendants from asking the presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade to endorse down 
margins deposited by the complainants, 
Waite, Thorburn & (Co., to secure 65,000 
bushels of short sales. The court held a 
session before the opening hour of the 
Board of Trade in order that a decision 
might be arrived at before business was 
begun. So important, however, did the court 
consider the precedent of the case that the 
motion for a diasolution of the temporary 
injunction was not considered and the case 
will come up for further adjudication next 
week. 

The effect of the action of the court Is for 
the time being to protect the complainants 
against any alleged corner and is construed 
as working against the bull clique of opera- 
tors on the board. 

The defendant members of the Board of 
Trade in answer to the injunction denied 
the affirmation that July standard oats 
were worth not in excess of 35 cents a 
bushel and said they were worth more than 
that price. They also denied any conspiracy 
among themselves or with Jos. Bidwell, 
grain Inspector, to corner July oats or to 
forestall the market in that commodity or 
to raise the price of July oats. They denied 
that they had given a fictitious value to 
the article and that they had made any 
purchases for July delivery since July 1. It 
was set forth that the elevator accommoda- 
tion and railway facilities of Chicago were 
euch that they would allow of delivery of 
fifteen times the amount of oats bought of 
Waite, Thorburn & Co. by the defendants, 
and that frequently the defendants had 
bought ten times as much as their total 
purchases in this delivery. 

Following are the purchases made in July 
standard vats by the bull clique as set forth 
in their affidavit: Bartlett, Frazier & Co., 
900,000 bushels; Carrington, Patten & Co., 
1,000,000 bushels; James A. Patten, 860,000 
bushels.

SERIOUS FREIGHT BLOCKADE.’ 


Congestion of Traffic at Ashtabula and 
Conneaut Unprecedented. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ASHTABULA, Ohio, July 31.—Both Ash- 
tabula and Conneaut, the two most ex- 
tensive iron ore receiving ports at the pres- 
ent time, find themselves almost unable 
to cope with the enormous freight traffic. 
The congestion of the past few days is 
pronounced entirely unprecedented. The 
high officials of some of the roads are 
on hand to render what assistance they 
can in facilitating dispatch, and at the 
same time are considering the situation, it 
ix said, with a view to increasing the yard 
room and equipment. At Ashtabula, for 
instance, at A. M. the other day 2,300 
cars were in the up-town yards, 800 vars of 
ore, 13) cars of coal, and 200 cars of mixed 
freight were in the harbor and south varia, 
and 1.1%) cars of freight In west yards of 
the Lake Shore Road, all waiting dispatch. 

Although the yard room has been con- 
stantly increased, in this instance, it was 
necessary to leave four trains on the double 
track of the ore-carrying branch between 
this city and Piymouth, which ts three 
miles south of here, while the locomotives 
of these trains were brought on to Ash- 
tabula to help move the south-bound ore 
over the single track from Ashtabula to 
Piymouth. Yesterday this congestion con- 
tinued. One thousand two hundred cars 
were in the up-town yards of the Lake 
Shore road at noon, with three trains on 
the ore-carrying branch. and two trains on 
the main line waiting to get into the yards. 
Superintendent Niles, from Buffalo, of the 
Eastern Division of the Lake Shore, and 
Superintendent Murray, from Youngstown, 
of the Johnstown and Finda Division, were 
both here Wednesday night to talk over 
the sityation. It is believed that greatly 
enlarged yard room and considerable ad- 
ditional motive power will be found neces- 
sary at once. 

At Conneaut, on the Bessemer or “ Car- 
negie'’ Railroad, the shortage of engines 
and inability to handle ghe body of south- 
bound ore is necessitafing the unloading 
of ore from vessels to stock piles on the 
docks, The ten new engines expected to 
arrive about Aug. 1 will relieve the situa- 
tion considerably there.

Arrangement for Eight Main 
Tracks Instead of Four. 


HARLEM AND BRONX STATIONS 


Chief Engineer Wiigus Talks Concern- 


Ing the Proposed Changee—Effect 
on Through and Suburban Traf- 
fic—Grade Crossings to 

_ _ be Abolished. 


Although he could not speak definitely, 
Chief Engineer W. J. Wiigus of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Ralliroad 
talked freely yesterday relative to the pro- 
posed changes in the Park Avenue tunnel 
and suburban traffic system outlined in the 
Mayor's talk. Naturally, he declined to dis- 
close the probable location of the intended 
union station in the Bronx. 

“How soon under the most favorable 
circumstances will the change from steam 
to electricity be installed?’ Mr. Wilgus 
was asked. 

“About three years would be the niini- 
mum," he replied. ‘‘ That would be for the 
system to Mott Haven. The reason for thie 
in that it will take longer to build power 
stations than It does to equip the road.” 

“What system will be used?" 

“The multiple unit. This allows each 
car or every other car to be equipped with 
a motor, all under the immediate contrul 
of the motorman. The advantage of this 
is the building up of trains without loss wf 
acceleration. That is, in building a steam 
train the more cars you put on the less 
speed you get from the locomotives." 

“ Hlow do you purpose to maintain a high 
rate of speed?" 

“We expect no difficulty from that 
source either on local or through traffic." 

“ What class of curs do you intend to run 
on suburban traffic?" 

“At the present time the regular sized 
passenger cars are under consideration. 
Time, however, may work some changes.” 

* How about through traffic?" 

“ Through trains will be hauled by elec- 
tric locomotives.” 

What do you mean by through traffic? 
How far do vou intend to apply it?” 

“Croton might be considered a probable 
terminal for through traffic." 

* Has the idea of a Madison Avenue loop 
been abandoned? " 

“ The company at present is not prepared 
to answer that question. Much will depend 
on the development of the union station to 
be erected in Harlem.” 

“ Where will the Harlem station be?" 

“That is something that it would not be 
wise for the compeny to make known at 
this time.”

They are very dangerous crossings 
not only by reason of the large amount of 
public traffic, but also from the high speed 
of the railroad trains and the sharp curva- 
ture.”’

‘The matter has been considered by the 
company for a couple of years. We have 
the plans prepared in considerable detail, 
but not complete in all respects." 

** Have you made any arrangements with 
the subway, trolley, or elevated railway 
companies for the joint use of a union sta- 
tion?” 

“No, we have not had any negotiations 
of that kind, but our plans are so arranged 
as to afford interchange of rapid transit 
facilities in New York City. In considering 
the various plans for improving the local 
facilities in New York we not only had the 
loop plan in mind, but what Is called the 
clearing house scheme.

80 far as I 
know the matter of united action in the 
construction of stations has not been con- 
sidered jointly by the different railroad 
companies." 

“The electric locomotive you 
use, is it now on the market?" 

“It will De of the highest type of elec- 
tric locométive, the best features of those 
now on the market being added to. But 
the manner in which this problem will be 
treated is still under study, and not in 
ee shape that anything can be pub- 
ished.”

‘More or less legislation will be re- 
ulred. I would not care to state what. 

he present laws make it mandatory on 
us to use steam for motive power, and that 
will have to be remedied by legislation.” 

“What about the Park Avenue enlarge- 
ment of the yards from Forty-fifth to 
Fifty-sixth Street and the probable cost?" 

“The cost will be several millions of dol- 
lars. Our intention is to move the west 
side of Park Avente westerly abcut forty- 
nine feet. Only private property will be 
affected, and nearly all of that is owned 
by the company. The east roadway will 
remain the same down to Fifty-sixthStreet. 
On the west side from Fifty-sixth to Fifty- 
fifth Street will be a diagonal strip so 
as to make the change gradual. With the 
portions of streets and private land we 
may acquire it will enable us to double the 
capacity of the yard. It will very materi- 
ally relieve the congestion in the tunnel 
because we will not need to run so many 
‘dead’ trains, and it will give four more 
main tracks directly into the station and 
additional switching tracks on each track, 
making eight main tracks in all instead of 
four. Outside of the question of the change 
of motive power this will be a big relief {n 
the tunnel in the matter of steam and 
smoke. There will be an open cut on the 
west side of Park Avenue exposing the 
sides of the houses on the side streets," 

“Will any gain in time be made by the 
proposed changes? 

“We expect to give better results by this 
station in the Bronx and from the con- 
atruction of the loop in Madison Avenue. 
I can't say definitely how much time will 
be saved between Manhattan and suburban 
points. The Unton station in the Bronx 
would materially reduce the number of 
trains using the Park Avenue tunnel and 
reduce the congestion with every train 
taken off.”

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A GERMAN DIPLOMATIC 


VICTORY IN THE LEVANT 


France Being Ousted from Pro- 
tectorate Over Catholics. 


The Result of the Rioting Between Or- 
thodox Monks and Franciscan 
Friars at Jerusalem. 


LONDON Times—NEwW YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—The Vaterland, in 
an article quoted by the Vienna corres- 
pondent of The Times, describes the con- 
flict between Orthodox monks and Fran- 
eciscan friars at Jerusalem, and inci- 
dentally shows that Germany is ousting 
France from the latter’s traditional pro- 
tectorate over the Catholics in the Otto- 
man dominions. 

Thirty-one Greeks, including twelve 
monks, were condemned by the Turkish 
court at Jerusalem to imprisonment for 
assaulting Franciscan friars. It is. al- 
leged that the assault was incited by the 
Superior of the Orthodox monastery of 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 

The conviction, says the Vaterland, is 
a victory for the Catholic cause, as hith- 
jerto it had been found impossible to 
punish Orthodox monks. The French 
Government abandoned the prosecution 
at the request of the Russians, and the 
Franciscans appealed for aid to Germany 
and Italy. 

Justice was secured by the vigorous 
intervention of Germany, and the Ger- 
mans, both Protestant and Catholic, are 
delighted, while the prestige of Germany 
has been enhanced and that of France 


has suffered. 


ROSEBERY ADDRESSES 
IMPERIALIST LIBERALS. 





At a Dinner of the Liberal League He 
Says the North Leeds Election 
Dealt a Great Blow to 
the Government. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—Lord Rosebery 
sided at a largely attended dinner of the 
Liberal League last evening, at which the 
Right Hon. Herbert H. Asquith, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, Bart. Sir Henry H. Fowler, 
Richard B. Haldane, and other prominent 
Liberals were present. 

Lord Rosebery in the course of a lengthy 
speech dilated upon the recent by-election 
at North Leeds, which resulted in the re- 
turn of Roland Barran, Liberal. Mr. Bar- 
ran sat at Lord Rosebery’s right. The 
speaker characterized the North Leeds 
verdict as having greater significance than 
any single election since Mr. Gladstone was 
first returned from Midlothian, and as al- 
most a vital blow to the prestige of the 
Government. 

Yet, Lord Rosebery warned his hearers, 
fifty such elections as that in North Leeds 
might not turn out the party now in power. 
It showed, however, that the nation was 
beg.aning to look dispassionately at the 
Government's record in domestic legislation 
and to judge with cooler temper than it 
could during the South African war. The 
Liberal Party had suffered a long period of 
sterility; it had been going through the 
valley of the shadow of death from want 
of concentration, and it had been allowing 
itself to become dissociated from the im- 
perial aspirations of the nation, 

The party had suffered, continued the 
speaker, by its unfortunate attitude in re- 
gard to the Irish question, and until im- 
perialist Liberal principles prevailed within 
it there would be necessity for the con- 
tinued existence of the Liberal League, 
which, Lord Rosebery said, did not threaten 
internal disunion, but formed a rallying 
point for those sharing the principles of its 
promoters. 

Announcement is made that Earl Beau- 
champ has joined the Liberal League. This 
formal defection from the Conservative 
‘ranks, coming at a moment when excite- 
ment is rife over the Liberal victory in 
'North Leeds, occasions considerable inter- 
est in political circles. It is regarded as 


‘moteworthy that Lord Beauchamp, at the 
request of Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, 
accepted the Governorshtp of New South 
Wales in January, 1899. He resigned that 
office in March, 1900. 


THE NEW CHINESE MINISTER. 


He Will Probably Assume, His Duties 
About Jan. 1—Prince Chen's 
Visit to America.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Minister Wu 
Ting-Fang received a cablegram to-day 
from the Chinese Foreign Office instruct- 
ing him to continue as China’s representa- 
tive in this country temporarily, not in- 
definitely, as stated in press dispatches 
from Peking. It was the original intention 
to have Liang-Cheng replace him as Min- 
ister immediately upon Liang’s arrival here 
from London, but this plan has been 
altered. 

Liang and Prince Chen will remain in this 
country for about ten days, and then sail 
for China from Vancouver. Liang will 
proceed with the Prince to Peking, and 
will, it is expected, return to the United 
States about Jan. 1 to assume the duties 
of Minister. 

Minister Wu is of the opinion that his 
stay here for a longer period than was 
first announced is in order that he may 
complete certain important work in which 
he is now engaged with the State Depart- 
ment with reference to the manner of pay- 


ment of the international indemnity and 
other matters. 

Mr. Wu is arranging for a visit by Prince 
Chen to the President at Oyster Bay. He 
will be received merely as a distinguished 
foreigner, and not in any official capacity. 


BRITAIN AND THE BAY ISLES. 


Official Statement that Great Britain 
Has Exercised No Control Over 
the Group Since 1859. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—It Is officially stated 
that the British Government has exercised 
no control over the Bay Islands since 1859, 
when they were ceded to Honduras. 

‘Hence any appeal by the inhabitants of 
those islands to the Captain of the British 
warship Psyche must have been met with 
a refusal, accompanied by the foregoing 
explanation. 


The steamer Condor, which arrived at 
New Orleans on July 29 reported that when 
the Psyche called at Ruatan, one of the 


Bay islands, a proclamation was read to 
the inhabitants of the island declaring that, 
under a treaty made between Great Britain 
and the United States in 1850, and a treaty 
with Honduras in 1860, the British Govern- 
ment could no longer regard the islands as 
a British possession. 


KAISER PARDONS A DUELIST. 


Lieut. Hildebrand, Who Was Sentenced 
for Killing Lieut. Blaskowitz, 
to be Freed. 


BERLIN, July 31.—Emperor William has 
pardoned Lieut. Hildebrand, who was sen- 
tented to two years’ imprisonment in a 
fortress for killing Lieut. Blaskowitz in a 
fuel last November. The affair attracted 


international attention, because Blaskowitz 
was shot and killed on the morning of the 
day set for his wedding. 

The duel, which took place at Insterburg, 
East Prussia, followed an episode in which 
Lieut. Blaskowitz, while intoxicated after 
his bachelor dinner, struck Lieut. Hilde- 
brand. A regimental court of honor decided 
that a duel was unavoidable. An investi- 
gation developed the fact that Lieut. Blas- 
kowitz awoke the day after the dinner 
without any recollection of the altercation, 
and went to visit his fiancée, whence he 
was fecalled to fight the duel. 

Lieut. Hildebrand has served only seven 
months of his sentence. Military men ex- 


plain the pardon by saying that Hildebrand 
acted simply as the laws of honor required, 
that he had to fight and kill his opponent 
if he could, 


There was considerable criticism of the 
sentence of two years’ imprisonment im- 
posed on Lieut. Hildebrand on the ground 
that it was inadequate. Comment was 
caused also by the fact that the trial was 
held behind closed doors, and that news- 
paper correspondents were forbidden to re- 
ee anything concerning the trouble which 

rought about the duel. 


SECRETARY ROOT IN FRANCE. 


He Is Welcomed at Havre by Gen. Pis- 
tor on Behalf of the Minister 
of War. 


HAVRE, July 31.—Gen. Pistor of the 
French Army boarded the steamship La 
Savoie on her arrival here this afternoon 
and officially greeted Elihu Root, the 
United States Secrtary of War, on behalf 
of the French Government. Gen. Pistor 
said to Mr. Root: 

“The Minister of War has done me the 
honor to delegate me to come in the name 
of the Government of this Republic to 
salute your Excellency on your landing 
on French soil and to bid you welcome. Our 
ardent desire is that your stay in France 
may be in all respects agreeable. I am 
happy at the circumstance which gives me 
the privilege to salute the army of the 
American epublic in the person of its 
Chief, the Minister of War.”’ 

Secretary Root thanked Gen. Pistor. He 
proceeded at once to Paris.

AMERICANS REFUSED 
GERMAN DECORATIONS. 


Many Persons to Whom They’ Were 
Offered Asked for Small Sou- 
venirs Instead. 


BERLIN, July 31.—An official of the 
Foreign Office states that the reason for 
the rather short list of decorations in con- 
nection with Prince Henry's visit to the 
United States is that many persons on 
whom Emperor William desired to confer 
orders declined, requesting that only a 
photograph or some small souvenir from 
Prince Henry be given. 

A Boston newspaper telegraphed to the 
Court Marshal to-day inquiring why Bos- 
ton was left out of the decorations. The 
Foreign Office calls attention to the fact 
that Prof. Hugo Miinsterberg of Harvard 
University received the Red Eagle of the 
Third Class. This decoration, however, 
was not announced in the American list 
because Prof. Miinsterberg is a German 
subject. A number of Prince Henry's pho- 
tographs were sent to Bostonians, 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—No question 
will be raised to prevent the acceptance 
by the officers of the army and navy of 
the momentos bestowed ‘by Prince Henry 
in appreciation of courtesies received by 
him in the course of his American tour. 

The souvenirs which the Prince gave are 
not looked upon as gifts bestowed by a for- 
eign ruler within the inhibition of the 
Constitution, but merely as tokens of per- 
sonal esteem and appreciation.

PLYMOUTH, July 31.—May Yohe arrived 
here to-day on board the Fuerst Bismarck 
and proceeded to London. She declared 
that she had never authorized Putnam 
Bradlee Strong to pawn anything of hers, 
and said he had never paid her any of the 
money obtained on the pawned jewels. 

Miss Yohe said it was only at the last 
moment that she decided to disembark in 
England. She looked to be in excellent 
health, and greeted a number of reporters 
who met her at the steamship dock very 
cordially. When an interview with Strong, 
in which he denied that he had pawned her 
diamonds, was shown to her, she said:

America in South Africa—Address 
by Milner in Johannesburg. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—Amid tremendous en- 
thusiasm, a sword of honor, the gift of Cape 
Town, was presented to Lord Kitchener 
last evening. Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, 
Lord Mayor of London, made the presenta- 
tion at a South African dinner, which was 
attended by many notable persons. 

When the enthusiasm had sufficiently 
subsided for Lord Kitchener to make him- 
self heard, he modestly returned thanks for 
the gift and expressed the confident hope 
that in South Africa, at‘any rate, the sword 
would not again be drawn from its scab- 
bard. 

Lord Kitchener eulogized Lord Milner, 
British High Commissioner in South Africa, 
and made a striking appeal, based upon 
his intimate and personal friendship with 
and knowledge of the South African ad- 
ministrator, that the latter receive the con- 
fidence and sympathy of the British nation. 

Referring to the mineral and agricultural 
wealth of the new territory, Lord Kitchener 
said: 

“You may assure yourselves that you 
have nothing less than the makings of a 
new America in the Southern Hemi- 
sphere.’”’ 

Lord Kitchener said the question as to 
who would supply the energy, brains, and 
money required to carry out this great de- 
velopment was one more for his hearers 
than for himself, but when, as in South 
Africa, patriotism was joined to self inter- 
est, he was not afraid that they would fail 
to sow the seed and reap the harvest for 
which he hoped those who had recently 
been in South Africa had prepared. 


JOHANNESBURG, July 31.—Lord Milner 
presided at an important Church of Eng- 
land meeting held here to-day. 

Dealing with the question of organiza- 
tion, Lord Milner said that the British na- 
tion was liable to attach too little impor- 
tance to this matter at the present moment. 
of general rejoicing and triumph, when the 
country’s power, as a nation, throughout 


the world stood, or appeared to stand, high- 
er than ever before. Lord Milner said he 
felt that unless in the future the empire 
showed more perfect organization than had 
been seen in the past, it would tumble 
down. 

The speaker deprecated the spirit of in- 
tolerance adopted by the Church of England 
toward othtr Christian Churches. 


KIPLING TO MOVE AGAIN. 


Excursionists Bother Him at Rotting- 
dean, and He Buys a House Near 
Tunbridge Wells. 


LONDON, July 31.—Rudyard Kipling, who 
has been much annoyed by the visits of 
Brighton excursionists to his house at 
Rottingdean, has purchased a new country 
place near Tunbridge Wells. 

Mr. Kipling’s troubles at Rottingdean in- 
cluded a feud with the villagers, caused 
by the pro-Boer sentiments of his aunt, 
Lady Burne-Jones, the widow of Sir Ed- 
ward Burne-Jones. 

On June 2 Mr. Kipling dispersed a mob 
which threatened the house of his aunt, 
Lady Burne-Jones, at Rottingdean, be- 
cause she had displayed a black banner 


inscribed: ‘‘ You have killed, you have con- 
quered.”’ : 
To show his disapproval of the attack on 
his aunt’s house Mr. Kipling shut up a 
drill hall which he had given to the public. 


“LAZY OXFORD” CRITICISED. 


Writer in an English Review Compares 
the University Unfavorably with 
American Institutions. 


LONDON, July 31.—‘ Lazy Oxford” is 
the title of an article in the new Liberal Re- 
view, which attracts considerable atten- 
tion. 

The writer, J. K. Fotheringham, draws a 
scathing comparison between the ‘“ back- 
wardness and lotus-eating tendencies of the 
ancient foundation’”’ and the “ vigor and 
efficiency ”’ of American universities, 
which, he says, most seriously threaten 
Oxford. 

“Cornell alone,’ says Mr. Fotheringham, 
“is about as rich as four of the richest 
Oxford colleges put together, and Harvard 
is nearly twice as rich as Cornell. These 
and ethers are only the first of many equal- 
ly well-endowed universities which the 
future inevitably will witness in the United 
States, and it is equally certain that these 
great institutions will use their wealth to 


secure the best possible teaching talent 
available. Both arvard and Cornell al- 
ready have been able to purchase distin- 
guished scholars at Oxford.”

TERMS ANNOUNCED 


Five Men to Have Absolute Con- 
trol of the System. 


OFFICIAL CIRCULAR’S OFFER 


Powers of Directors of the First Class, 
Including Right to Buy and Sell 
Stock for Company’s Account. 


The official announcement of the financial 
reorganization of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific Railway Company, which was 
made yesterday, reveals a scheme to en- 
able five men, constituting a majority of 
the Board of Directors of a company, to 
retain control absolute of a large railroad 
system for years to come, with a capital of 
about one-third the amount now required, 
and at the same time to enable these same 
men to turn a profit of at least $50,000,000. 

All this is made possible by the terms of 
a charter, which, stated in general lan- 
guage, gives these five men the right to.do 
nearly anything they want to with the 
property, including the right to deal in the 
shares of the company for account of the 
company. The terms of exchange offered 
to the stockholders of the present Rock 
Island Railroad Company disguise only in 
part the terms as contained in the charter 
of the Rock Island Company, which is to 
be the parent organization, controlling all 
the property owned by the present com- 
pany. 

The plan outlined in the charter of the 
new controlling company and in the offer 
to the stockholders of the present com- 
pany is as follows: i 

There are to be two new companies. One 
of these is to be an operating company and 
the other is to be a stockholding company. 
The former is to be known as the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany (of Iowa) and the latter as the Rock 
Island Company. The operating company 
may be eliminated from consideration, be- 
cause its only function is that of a mediary. 


It will take over the stock of the present’ 


Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail- 
way Company, and will pay therefor witn 
its bonds and stock of the Rock Island 
Company. Its own stock will be deposited 
in the safe of the Rock Island Company in 
exchange for the stock of that company. 
Under its charter the Chicago, Rock 
Island, and Pacific Railroad Company, 
which was incorporated in Des Moines, 
Iowa, yesterday, is authorized to conduct 
a general railroad and telegraph business 
in Iowa and other States for a period of 
fifty years. Its capital stock is $125,000,000, 
and it is authorized to issue $75,000,000 of 
4 per cent. gold bonds, due in 2002, or 
fifty years after the expiration of the 
company’s charter, as at present granted. 


THE PARENT COMPANY. 


The other and all-important company is 
to be known as the Rock Island Company. 
It will have no bonded indebtedness, but 
will have a capital of $150,000,000. The 
stock will be issued against the stock of 
the operating company. The securities, 
which will therefor be issued to make the 
place of the stock of the present company,

To retain control of the company at 
present would take at least 400,000 shares 
of a market value of about $70,000,000. As- 
suming that these holdings would be. one- 
half outright and the other half on a 50 
per cent. margin, it would take an invest- 
ment Of about $52,000,000 to keep control 
of the property as at present constituted. 
Under the new arrangement it will be pos- 
sible for those now holding control to re- 
tain it at a par valuation of the stock of 
the new Rock Island Company of $27,000,- 
000, and also to secure, in addition, $40,000,- 
000 par value in 4 per cent. gold bonds of 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail- 
road Company, and $49,000,000 par value in

A majority of the Board of Directors of 
nine members is elected by*®the preferred 
shareholders, although the amount of this 
stock is only a little over one-third of the 
total capitalization. The two-thirds of 
common stock can vote for only four Di- 
rectors. There can be no increase in the 
amount of preferred stock without the 
consent of two-thirds of each class of stock. 
As the preferred stockholders cannot sur- 
render any privileges without the consent 
of at least two-thirds of their own class 
of stock, it is apparent that the present 
controlling interest need only keep control 
of a little more than one-half the preferred 
stock of the new Rock Island Company. 

In order to be quite sure of the power of 
the five Directors (to be elected by the pre- 
ferred stock) to control the destinies of the 
company, it is provided that a majority of 
these Directors, who are to be known as 
Directors of the first class, must concur 
in almost every function of the Board 
which may be considered in any way vital. 
So, for instance, it is provided that until 
the number fs increased there are to be 
nine Directors, divided into five classes, 
the first class containing a majority of the 
whole number. The first class will com- 
prise five and each of the other classes 
one. In case of an increase classes other 
than the first are to have as nearly an 
equal number as possible. The term of 
each class is to be five years, except that 
upon the organization of the company the 
first class shall serve until the fifth annual 
election after organization, the second un- 
til the fourth annual election, and so on. 
At each election successors to the expiring 
class will be elected for five years. 

In case of any vacancy in the first class 
of directors through death, resignation, or 
disqualification, or other cause, the re- 
maining directors, by vote of a majority 
of their number. which shall include also 
a majority of the remaining directors of 
the first class, may elect a successor to 
hold office for the untxpired portion of 
the term of the director whose place shall 
be vacant. 

Again, it is stipulated ihat the bylaws 
may prescribe that the quorum may consist 
of less than a majority of the whole num- 
ber of directors, but must be a majority 
of the five directors of the first class. 

It is also provided that the board may de- 
cide if, when and to what extent any or 
some books may be opened to the inspec- 
tion of stockholders. 


POWERS IN STOCK MARKET. 


Another provision gives the directors 
power to fix and determine the amount of 
the working capital-of the company, and in 
its discretion to use and apply the working 
capital in purchasing or acquiring the 
shares of the capital stock of the company 
to such extent and in such manner and up- 


on such terms as the Board of Directors 
shall deem expedient; but shares of such 
capita! stock so purchased and acquired 
may be resold, unless such shares shall 
have been retired for the purpose of de- 
creusing the capital stock of the company 
as authorized id / law. 

This practically enables the controlling 
interests to sell their preferred shares at 
any time and then buy them back on ac- 
count of the company and vote them in 
such a manner as to perpetuate their con- 
trol of the property. It also makes it possi- 
ble, for them, on account of the company, 
to manipulate the market quotations of the 
securities.. , 

Who the five men are who belong to the 
first class is not indicated, but they ma 
be guessed at. The constitution of the Fi- 
nance Committee may throw some light on 
this question. It consists of the. follow- 
ing: . H. Moore, Chairman; Marshall 
Field, W. B. Leeds, D. G. Reid, J. H. 
Moore, and F. L. Hine.

NEW PHASE DEVELOPS IN 
COLORADO FUEL CONTEST. 


Osgood Interests Endeavoring to Have 
Listed $3,000,000 Bonds Convertible 
Into Stock—A Gates Protest. 


The fight between the Osgood and the 
Gates factions for the control of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company became quite 
spectacular yesterday, when a severe de- 
cline in the price of that company’s securi- 
ties was followed by an application to the 
Listing Committee of the New York Stock 
Exchange for an immediate listing, with a 
waiver of the thirty days clause, of $3,000,- 
000 additional convertible 5 per cent. bonds. 

The plan of the Osgood party, it is un- 
derstood, is to convert these bonds into 
stock if they can get the bonds listed at 
once, on the theory that all such steck 
would have to be dated as of yesterday, 
July 31, when the books closed for the an- 
nual meeting, on Aug. 20. This would en- 
able them to vote this new stock and to 
keep control of the property. Z 

The application was vigorously opposed 
by John J. Harris and Charles G. Gates of 
Harris, Gates & Co., George W. Darr and 
a member of the law firm of Hornblower, 
Byrne & Miller, counsel for the Gates 
party. 

W. H. Granberry, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Stock Listing, said: 

“The Colorado Fuel and Iron Company’s 
trust deed provides for the issuance of a 
total amount of $15,000,000 of bonds, $10,- 
000,000 of which is listed on the Exchange. 
Application to-day has been made for list- 


ing $3,000,000 additional bonds. The trust 
agreement provides specifically the terms 
under which bonds in excess of the $10,000,- 
000 originally listed may be issued. Upon 
roper certification from the trustees (the 
filinois Trust and Savings Bank) that an 
additional amount of bonds has been certi- 
fied and issued and upon a statement from 
the corperation that such increased issue 
has been sold and distributed it is prob- 
able that the Committee on Stock Listing 
will recommend listing of such an in- 
creased amount of bonds.”’ 

When asked: whether permission to list 
had been given he said that when the bonds 
were listed’ proper notification would be 
made. 

The drop in the stock was due mainly to 
the closing of the books aap ming as one 
of the contesting parties, having had regis- 
tered in their name for voting purposes all 
the stock they could get, let go'some of 
their holdings, which resulted in breaking 
the stock 8 points. It dropped to 92%, but 
recovered to 94 and closed with a net loss 
of 6% points on transactions of 25,500 
shares. The convertible 5s also declined, 
clesing at 108%, on heavy transactions. 


Chattanooga Southern Not Sold to 
L. and N. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 31.—Presi- 
dent Henry L. Lamb of the Chattanooga 
Southern Railroad arrived in this city to- 
day and denied emphatically the reports 
that the Louisville and Nashville had 
bought the Chattanooga Southern. He de- 
clared there had been no negotiations to 
that end. 


SETTLEMENT OF SUITS 
IN RICHARDSON ESTATE. 


Contest Over the Ownership and Divi- 
dends of the Stock of Several Bridge- 
port Companies is Ended.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 31.—Litiga- 
tlon over the estate of Joseph Richardson 


of “Spite House” fame is in process of 
final settlement in theSuperior Court in this 
city to-day. By consent of all parties, with- 
drawals of the suits of Samuel Tweedy of 
Danbury, administrator of the.estate of 
Joseph Richardson, against Rose Harriet 
Richardson, as executrix of George Rich- 
ardson’s estate, and individually, and 
Dellarifa G. Richardson, also of the Bridge- 
port Steamboat Company, against Della 
G. Richardson, Morris Seymour, and 
Samuel Tweedy, administrators, and of 
the Bridgeport Hydraulic Company against 
Samuel Tweedy, administrator, have been 


filed, by order of the Suprerior Court. 

The National Bank, as custodian of ac- 
crued dividends of the Bridgeport Steam- 
boat Company, is ordered to pay the divi- 
dends, which amount to $%,ls2, to the 
Bridgeport Steamboat Company, and the 
company is in turn authorized and em- 
powered to pay all the funds so received 
to Dellarifa . Richardson, and is re- 
leased from all liability. 

In all the cases in this State the “entry ” 
done has been made in the records, while 
the final settlement has not been made in 
New York, according to Taylor & Sey- 
mour, who are counsel. The terms are all 
arranged, and the cases have been with- 
drawn from the court records. 

After the litigation was begun in New 
York City there was a contest over the 
ownership of the stock of the Bridgeport 
Steamboat Company and of the Bridgeport 
Hydraulic Company. The children who had 
possession of it and Emily Emmett, a niece, 
claimed that Mr. Richardson had cénveyed 
the stock to them before his death. The 
Bridgeport Hydraulic Company issued cer- 
tificates to Emily Emmett for 2,681 shares, 
to Della G. Richardson for 37 shares, and 
to George Richardson for 44 shares. 

An injunction was brought to restrain the 
ayment of dividends to the holders in the 
fnterest of the widow and administrator. 
By this settlement the injunction has been 
withdrawn. Until a few months ago the 
same bank held funds amounting to almost 
$100,000, received from Hydraulic Com- 
pany dividends, but by arrangement of the 
parties they received the right to invest 
them in the issue of stock of the same 
company su that there was no money re- 
maining to be paid under the settlement. 
ne stock will be apportioned among the 
three claimants.

Health Commissioner Says 12 Per 
Cent. of Children Are Affected. 


Oculists In Making Examinations Said 
to Have Gone from Child to 
Child Without Disinfecting 
Their Hands. 


Health Commissioner Ernst J. Lederle 
said yesterday of the suggestion that the 
report on the prevalence of ophthalmia in 
the public schools, read at the monthly 
meeting of the Board of Education on 
Wednesday, was exaggerated: 

“There is no exaggeration if the reports 
of the sixteen oculists who examined the 
children are correct, and I believe they 
are.”’ 

Dr, Lederle, in discussing the conditions 
found in 86 of the 186 schools in Manhattan 
and the Bronx, said that out of about 
55,500 children 6,670, or 12 per cent., were 
found to have eye disease. The percentage 
was not the same in each school, but va- 
ried from 22.2 per cent. in School No. 40, 
at 310 East Twentieth Street, to 3.2 per 
cent, in School No. 117, at 170 East Sev- 
enty-seventh Street, Of the sufferers 2,328 
had the severest type of trachoma, neces- 
sitating an almost immediate operation. 
Suffering from a milder type of trachoma 
were 38,240 children, and 1,099 had acute 
prurient conjunctivitis. 

Dr. Lederle added that the subject of eye 
disease in public schools was not new, but 
by resolution of the Board of Health on 
June 11 last the afflictions found in the 
thirty-six schools were classed as conta- 
gious diseases. The reports of the oculists 
show that ophthalmia prevails more among 
boys than girls. 

Dr. Lederle made public this letter on re- 
ceiving it: 

Mr. R. C. W. Wadsworth: 

Dear Sir: Your letter inclosing letter from City 
Superintendent of Schools regarding the manner 
of examining eyes of children in public schools 
received, It is true that the oculists went from 
child to child»without washing or disinfecting 
their hands, for the reason that there were no 
facilities for such disinfection nor even towels in 
any school furnished by the Board of Education, 
The examiner was always cautious to evert the 
lid by traction on the cheek rather than on the 
lid. These chronic cases have very little dis- 
charge excepting after the night's rest, and it 
Was a rarity to find pus on the outside of the 
lid, but on the inside. This danger of infection 
of the well children certainly exists, and in 
future examinations it will be possible for the 
Health Board to insist on proper washing facili- 
ties being furnished. The hurried character of 
the examinations (ten days) gave no time for 
preparation, and in my opinion the eversion of 
the lids by the men knowing the possibility of 
infection was done in such & manner as to re- 
duce the possibility of contagion to a minimum,

make this letter public so that there may 
be no quibbling on the subject. While dan- 
ger of contagion is not increased if the ex- 
aminer exposes the lower eyelid to touching 
the cheek, I do not see why any precau- 
tion should be neglected, and in future ex- 
aminations disinfection will be practiced.” 


CAPT. GODDARD GIVES HIS 
SIXTH ANNUAL EXCURSION. 


Fifteen Thousand Women and Children, 
Under the Auspices of the Civic Club, 
on an Outing Up the Hudson. 


Capt. F. Norton Goddard was probably 
the most popular man in the Twenty-first 
Ward yesterday, for it was the occasion of 
his sixth annual excursion to the women 
and children of his district, given under 
the auspices of the Civic Club. The whole 
Starin fleet of ten barges was needed to 
accommodate the crowd, besides two steam- 
ers, the Silver Stream and the John Lenox. 

As early as 8 o'clock in the morning the 
people began to assemble at the East Thir- 
ty-first Street dock, where the barges 
were awaiting them, and by 10 o'clock the 
last boat had started for the picnic ground, 
at Forest View Grove, on the Hudson. 

The flotilla was made up of four divisions, 
fand each division was loaded to its full car- 
rying capacity. Last year there were but 
eight barges, which carried in all 15,000 
persons, The same number of tickets were 
issued this year, but the extra barges were 
provided to give more room for moving 
about. 

Everybody was supposed to carry her own 
lunch, but Capt. Goddard had also made 
provision in case a few should happen to 
forget. For these, there were 2,500 gallons 
of clam chowder, 1,000 gallons of sterilized 
milk, 500 gallons of soft drinks, 300 gallons 
of ice cream, 10 barrels of crackers, 3,000 
loaves of bread, five barrels of cake, and 
"2,500 pounds of roast and corned beef. 
Doctors and nurses were also aboard, but 
ttheir aid was not called for. 

It had been planned to land at the grove, 
but the steamers and tug boats made such 
slow progress against the tide that but one 
‘division—that “towed by the John Lenox— 
‘reached the destination. The othérs 
steamed up to various points along the 
river, and then turned back. 

On the way home, at the foot of West 
‘Ninety-ninth Street, the tugboat Mercy 
Bee, which, with the William E. Furgeson, 
wag towing four barges, broke her air- 
pump and had to lay to. The Furgeson 
signaled for aid, and the tug William K. 
"Vanderbilt came and took the injured tug 


-to the foot of West Ninety-second Street. 
The Furgeson was compelled to tow all 
4 be barges to the landing on the east side 
aione. 

Capt. Goddard was very radiant last 
night. As the people were landing cheers 
were, frequently given for him. peaking 
of the excursion, he said: 

“ A country without a history is the hap- 
cat country. So an excursion without a 

tory is the happiest excursion. And 
ours has no history. There was not a single 
accident of any kind aboard, and every- 
body seems to have had a good time. This 
Was an excursion for the women and chil- 
dren in every sense. I never saw more 
babes in arms than I have seen to-day. 
Almost every woman had one. This ex- 
cursion had no political significance. It is 
simply one of the ways the Civic Club takes 
to show the people of the district that it is 
interested in their welfare. 

“During the past years we have im- 
proved the sanitary condition of the dis- 
trict, caused parks to be opened, stamped 
out ‘policy’ to a great degree, had streets 
improved, and given various kinds of as- 
sistance to the people. All this we will 
continue to do in the future.” 


PHILADELPHIA MEAT PRICES. 


A Further Advance of Two Cents An- 
nounced for Next Week. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 31.—When 
the retail prices for choice cuts of beef, 
veal, &c., were advanced a few cents on 
the pound a few months ago, the impres- 
sion was given out by the local butchers 
that before Aug. 1 prices would return to 
their normal condition. Such is not the 
case, however, for next week the con- 
sumer will be obliged to pay a still higher 
price if he intends having meat for the 
table, which will prove an additional hard- 
ship to those whose wages do not warrant 
their indulgence in this necessary article 
for themselves and their families. 

A year ago to-day the choicest cuts of 
prime beef could be bought for from 22 to 
25 cents a pound. To-day the retail butch- 
ers in prominent markets and first-class 
meat shops are demanding 40 cents. Speak- 
ing of the present high price of meat, Will- 
iam B. Margerum, an extensive dealer, to- 
day said: “‘I am and have been asking 30 
cents a pound for sirloin and porterhouse 
steaks for many weeks past, but next week 
I will be obliged to increase the price per- 
haps 2 cénts, owing to the scarcity of 
prime cattle and the high price of corn.”

FILLIES IN A FAST RACE 


Eugenia Burch Took the Produce 
at Six Furlongs in 1:12 3-6. 


TWO WINS FOR McCARREN 


Bluff and Mackay Dwyer Captured 
Brighton Beach Purses for State 
Senator from Brooklyn. 


The best and fastest race of the afternoon 
at the Brighton Beach track yesterday, and 
one of the best races of the season, was 
that by the two-year-old fillies engaged 
in the Produce Stakes, the fourth event on 
the card. In’this seven horses went to the 
post with State Senator P. H. McCarren's 
Gold Money, recently purchased from Har- 
dy Durham for a reported price of $10,000, 
the favorite at odds on, while J. R. & F. 
P. Keene’s Duster, always was a well- 
backed second choice. Of the others in the 
race the best backed was Mrs. L. Curtis’s 
Eugenia Burch, who was returned the 
winner after a pretty cqntest through the 
stretch, with Gold Money, who never was 
able to get up to the winner, though she 
compelled Eugenia Burch to finish ridden 
out for the stakes, and to run the six fur- 
longs’ distarice in 1:12 8-5, or only a fraction 
of a second behind the track and world’s 
record. 

The Produce Stakes nominally had a 
value of $15,000, but that sum was divided 
to provide for two races and the further 
splitting of the prize between the second 
and third horses cut the winner’s share 
down to $5,250. The start was made with 
the long chance outsider Courtmald away 
first, she going on in the lead attended to 
the middle of the back stretch by Eugenia 
Burch, who on the far turn went up to 
first place, and from that point to the win- 
ning post held command. Gold Money was 
away well, and in the early part of the 
race galloped close up on the leaders, 
Burns who rode her, waiting untjl the last 
turn was reached before he made his effort 
after Eugenia Burch. When Gold Money 
moved forward, however, Bugenia Burch 
moved further away in front and 
the two fillies drawing clear of the 
others of the field had the finish 
between them, Eugenia Burch, _ rid- 
den out through the last furlong, holding 
her advantage in front to the last and 
winning a splendid race by a length, while 
Gold Money was second, five lengths away 
from Courtmaid, third. Duster never was 
a factor in the contest. 

Though the defeat of Gold Money was a 
great disappointment to her owner, Sena- 
tor McCarren received consolation in the 
results of the succeeding races, both of 
which went to horses racing in his colors, 
Bluff winning the mile and a sixteenth sell- 
ing, and Mackay Dwyer, the luckiest gift 
horse of the season, taking the last race in 
a canter. Bluff was second choice to Par 
Excellence, and, ridden by Bullman, was up 
in the first division all the way. In the run 
through the stretch Par Excellent chal- 
lenged him and brought Bluff to a drive, 
but the McCarren horse stood it well and 
in a fighting finish was first by a neck. 
The backers of Bluff had an uneasy five 
minutes after the race, however, for H. 
Michaels, who rode Prince Richard, made 
a claim that Bullman on Bluff had fouled 
him By crossing before him in the run 
around the last turn and the Stewards de- 
tated long before they finally agreed to 
place the horses ag they finished. 

A further sensation was furnished by the 
fact that W. McLemore, owner of the 
horse Dr. Clark, which ran in this race, 
claimed Par Excellence, who was entered 
to sell for $1,500. In the last race Mackay 
Dwyer had the purse safe after the first 
quarter of a mile and won by four lengths 
pulled to a canter.

Yachtsmen Will Build Boats for Sea- 
wanhaka Fifteen-Foot Class. 


Another fleet of twenty-five or thirty new 
one-design boats will be seén on Long Isl- 
and Sound next season. The class, which 
will be known as the Seawanhaka 15-foot 
class, is the result of a competition for de- 
signs that was instituted last Winter. 
Nearly forty designs were submitted. They 
were made under the new rule of measure- 
ment, and it was found that none of them 
was exactly the type of boat that was 
wanted, which was purely and simply a 
craft for racing purposes.

Their dimensions will be 15 feet water 
line, 24 feet 6 inches on deck, and 8 feet 9 
inches draught. Their rig will be purely 
knockabout, with no bowsprit. Their sail 
area will be about 325 square feet. They 
will cost not over $650 each.

LONGWOOD, Mass, July 31.—Well- 
played lawn tennis matches in\the doubles 
for the Eastern championship. to qualify 
for the Nationals at Newport {to-day en- 
livened the tournament on the’ Longwood 
Lawn Tennis Club.

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THE MAYOR AND THE ALDERMEN. 


It is a more than ordinarily agreeable 





duty to congratulate Mayor Low upon 
Whe very discreet and amiable manner 
in which he has discharged his official 
dyty and safeguarded the public inter- 
est in the matter of the “hold-up” of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad terminal and 
transmural tunnel by the Board of Al- 
dermen. The situation was one in which 
a@ mistake of policy might very well have 
developed unalterable opposition to the 
most important project of local improve- 
ment now in hand, and delayed for at 
least a year, and perhaps for very much 
longer, its undertaking. As it is, the 
Mayor seems to be in a fair way of ad- 
justing all differences and securing for 
the city the benefits without 
friction and without sacrificing any pub- 


in view 


lic interest. 

As a member of the Rapid Transit 
Commission the Mayor was fully- com- 
mitted to the plan submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen for ratification. He 
believed it to be the best plan possible 
in view of the fact that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad was compelled to look at the 
matter from a business point of view, 
and its management would have had no 
justification for so great an investment 
under a temporary franchise, or one 
which should leave them subject in its 
enjoyment to the caprice or avarice of 
subsequent Boards of Aldermen. Most 
men would have lost their tempers in 
such circumstances and characterized 
the action of the Borough President and 
Board of Aldermen in language more 
emphatic than complimentary. To have 
done so would have been a mistake, and 
perhaps have involved some injustice to 
the gentlemen objecting. Their grounds 
of objection may have seemed insuffi- 
cient to the Mayor, as they did to the 
great body of intelligent citizens, but to 
have said so would have done no good 
and might have done great harm. What 
the Mayor did was exactly the right 
thing in the circumstances. He said, in 
effect, that in rejecting the franchise 
contract drawn between the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad and the Rapid Transit 
Commission, the Borough President and 
the Aldermen were acting within their 
rights and in accordance with their du- 
ties. Their objections did not seem to 
him altogether well taken, but as it was 
to be assumed that the public good was 
the object sought by both sides to the 
controversy, and as the Aldermen had 
come in a manly and straightfor- 
ward way in stating their objections, 
discussion was in order, to the end that 
the differences might be reconciled and a 
plan formulated which would suit all in 
interest and relieve the Aldermen of any 
suspicion of having acted contrary to 
their convictions of public duty. So he 
brought President Cantor, the Alder- 
men of the boroughs affected, and repre- 
sentatives of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
together, and had a full and friendly ex- 
change of views, with the happiest re- 
sults. The representatives of the rail- 


road company made it appear that they 
not seeking any 


out 


were reasonable men, 
improper advantage and willing to make 
any reasonable concessions. President 
CanTOR showed the same spirit, and 
none of those who stood with him in their 
opposition to the original contract dis- 
played undue tenacity in insisting upon 
conditions shown to be unreasonable. 
The net result was an agreement to sub- 
mit to a conference committee of the 
Board of Rapid Transit Commissioners 
and the Board of Aldermen a modification 
of the franchise contract which shall in- 
clude all the concessions made by the rail- 
road, with such further modifications as 
the discussion may warrant. Mr. Can- 
Tor is satisfied and believes he has dis- 
charged an important public duty to his 
enduring official credit; the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad is satisfied, having made 
no concessions which it did not recog- 
nize as proper and desirable; the Rapid 
Transit Commission is satisfied, and the 
Mayor has the best possible reason for 
satisfaction, since he has established a 
reputation for diplomacy which will be 
useful to him throughout his official ca- 


reer. 


LORD SALISBURY AND THE VEN- 
EZUELA AFFAIR.

Lord Sa.ispugy, The Review remarks: 


-“In the Venezuelan affair he averted a 


quarrel with the United States by pa- 
tience, amounting in the opinion of some, 
of whom are we, to meekness. Who shall 
say, at this hour, whether it would not 
have been well for us to crush the Amer- 
icans for half a century, as we could 
easily have done?” 

Who, indeed? Note that we are not 
asked to pass on the probability that 
Great Britain could have crushed us for 
half a century. That, we are assured on 
the authority of our esteemed contem- 
porary, would have been easy. It is only 
a question whether it would not have 
“been well” for the crushers to do it. 
Perhaps we ought to be thankful that 
The Review is willing to admit that there 
is doubt on that pojint. If our fragile 
terra cotta nationality has been floating 
down the stream of time side by side 
with this monstrous iron empire, it is a 
matter for thankfulnegs that we have 
not been bumped into bits because it was 
not deemed worth while. 

Apparently Lord SAuissurr, if he was 
possessed of the same confidence as The 
Review, decided that it would not be 
“ well” to choose century-long enmity on 
this side of the ocean instead of the prac- 
tical alliance and effective friendliness 
which he actually secured. Recent events 
would seem to justify that decision. 
America to-day is, with Japan, the guar- 
antor of British policy and British inter- 
ests in the Orient against the open jeal- 
ousy and opposition of both. Germany 
and Russia. Without the sympathy and 
support of the United States those of 
Japan would have been unattainable or 
of far less value. The present attitude of 
this country is an enormous asset for 
Great Britain, and it has been made s0 
by the wise and humane course of Lord 
SALISBURY, who understood its priceless 
worth. Granting that it would have been 
easy for Great Britain, in 1895, to crush 
or seriously to cripple this Nation, who 
but a stupid, perverse, and irresponsible 
cynic—which for the moment The Satur- 
day Review really is—would venture to 
suggest that it would have been “well” 
to do it. 

But there is not the slightest reason to 
suppose that Lord SaLissury ever for an 
hour harbored such a silly illusion. To 
“crush’’ the United States for half a 
sentury yould involve the infliction of a 
defeat far more complete than that which 
France suffered at the hands of Ger- 
many. Germany, on the land, was more 
powerful then than Great Britain is now; 
France was much less powerful then for 
defensive warfare than the United States 
now are. France is across an imaginary 
frontier from Germany; America is three 
thousand miles from Great Britain, Ger- 
many in 1870 presented no vulnerable 
points away from its own territory; 
Great Britain has rich colonial posses- 
sions at our door. The population of 
America is two and a half times that of 
France, and her area is nearly twenty 
times as large. It is but thirty-one years 
since France was beaten. Is she crushed? 
Was she crushed, or anything like it, not 
for half a century, but for twenty years, 
or ten? Since the time that The Satur- 
day Review thinks that it would have 
been easy for Great Britain to crush the 
United States for half a century the 
former country has had some experience 


in offensive war at long range. Compar- 
ing the magnitude of the task, the strain 


on her resources, the time taken, does 
The Review really believe that its silly 
boast has a particle of foundation? 

And yet The Saturday Review is writ- 
ten for educated Englishmen. This nar- 
ticular bit of vaporing is only a specimen 
of its habitual taunting of the United 
States. Clearly Lord SAa.Lissury’s wise 
and noble course must have been pur- 
sued amid some difficulties unimagined 
by Americans. 


THE EAST SIDE RIOTS. 

The incidents attending the funeral of 
Rabbi JosEPH on Wednesdgy will be re- 
called with shame by every self-respect- 
ing citizen of New York. For their part 
in the affair the police are greatly to 
blame, and it is no injustice to those 
in charge of the police arrangements to 
say that they have shown their unfit- 
ness to be intrusted with the kind of 
responsibility which the handling of a 
peaceable crowd involves. The trouble 
began with the entirely unnecessary or- 
der of Sergt. McSweeney to “clear” 
Henry Street. That the street was tem- 
porarily obstructed by a great crowd 
gathered to pay the last tribute of re- 
spect to a venerated teacher is no doubt 
true. But it was an orderly crowd, sad- 
dened by the sense of personal bereave- 
ment and desirous of nothing but to be 
for a few moments as near as possible 
to the home of the dead rabbi. To keep 
the crowd moving as well as could be 
done was doubtless the duty of the po- 
lice; to charge it with clubs, knocking 
down inoffensive men and trampling 
helpless women and children under foot, 
was wholly unnecessary and wholly bru- 
tal. 

The police of New York might very 
well have learned from experience that 
crowds are not scattered or pushed back 
by charging upon those in front, who, 
pressed forward by a solid mass behind, 
cannot retreat if they want to, This is 
a truth so obvious that it seems to have 
wholly escaped the attention of the New 
York policeman. To have “cleared” the 
street at all in the circumstances was 
unnecessary and dangerous; to have at- 
tempted to clear it by a rush of thirty 
policemen with bludgeons against the in- 
offensive unfortunates who happened to 
be in the front rank was a crime. It 
converted one of the most touching and 
pathetic incidents in our municipal his- 
tory into a wholly unnecessary tragedy. 
If the crowd could not be scattered in 
any other way than that chosen, it 
would have been much better to have 
left it alone. It was doing no harm, and 


the temporary surrender of the streets 
to a public funeral pageant is not so 
unprecedented in New York that the po- 
lice need have lost their heads over it. 
These poor Hebrews have certain 
rights in their own quarter which even a 
McSWEENEY should respect, at least so 


long as he wears the municipal uniform. , 


Some allowance must be made for local 
density of population, which renders it 
impossible for the crowded tenements of 
the east side to empty themselves into 
the streets, where every citizen has an 
inalienable right to go, without filling 
them solidly from house front to house 
front. Events of unusual local interest 
must of ‘necessity congest these thor- 
oughfares, not with extraneous mobs, 
but with people who belong there. The 
popular tribute to the dead rabbi meant 
something more than a street pageant 
to every one of the crowd which sought 
to gather near his house. This purpose 
might have been respected without pub- 
lic injury. It was a matter of a few 
hours at most, and no one having any 
right to object would for a moment have 
objected to giving these devout Jews 
an opportunity for a public expression « 
their reverence for one who had in life 
been very dear to them. The decision of 
the Mayor to sift this incident to the bot- 
tom will give general satisfaction. 

Of the attempt to break up the pro- 
cession following the hearse by bom- 
barding it with missiles and throwing 
water on it from the upper windows of 
a manufacturing establishmént more 
might be said if these things were not 
the unauthorized and gratuitously bru- 
tal act of hoodlum apprentices, for 
whose conduct their employer has ex- 
pressed his regret in a frank and manly 
fashion. Here again the police seem to 
have been energetic in the wrong direc- 
tion, finding more satisfaction in club- 
bing the mourners who resented the out- 
rage to which they had been subjected 
than in arresting those who committed 
it. For this, however, more allowance 
may be made. One breach of the peace 
does not justify another, and to repress 
an incipient riot, whatever the provoca- 
tion for it, was police duty. Not thus, 
however, are good citizens made. 


POLISH IRRITANTS. 


Exceedingly sensitive are the nerves of 
Prussian officials just now, as they find 
more and more school children refusing 
to say their prayers in German, more’ 
and more grown folks notifying the 
authorities that their presence must not 
be expected at the ceremonies to wel- 
come the Kaiser. Even in Berlin they 
are irritated by the number of Polish- 
Speaking people who have come to the 
capital to settle, and not only dare to 
converse aloud in Polish, but upset the 
dignity of the post, railway, police, and 
other bureaucratlets by bombarding 
them with a weird German larded with 
dialect words from the Russian frontier. 
Until a hint shall come from “ all-high- 
est place,"’ of course the miseries must 
be borne; these people cannot be hanged 
or drowned or shipped away. A strange 
fashion imported from abroad which 
gibbers about something called “ consti- 
tutional monarchy ” gives to the vermin 
a right to exist, and even, when they are 
rich enough, to vote for members of the 
Prussian Parliament. Meantime they 
are forming societies and clubs right here 
in Berlin ‘under the nose of the Kaiser! 

Down east along the Weichsel they are 
getting fresher and fresher, actually tak- 
ing a leaf out of the Kaiser’s portfolio 
and playing “the art racket” on the 
populace, At Marienwerder the police dis- 
covered just lately that a painting by a 
well-known Polish artist has been repro- 
duced in colors and thousands of copies 
sold before they awoke to the fact that 
it meant the heinous crime of l¢se Bo- 
russia. Christ sits at the foot of the 
cross and comforts a woman who kneels 
weeping beside Him. Nothing could be 
more innocent. But look closer! What 
are these names on the book?—STanis- 
LAUS, JACEK, KASIMIR are not saints— 
and what, what are these banners below 
and round the cross, with the dates 1794, 
1830, 1848, and 1868? The full wicked- 
ness of the picture is realized in the eagle 
on the castle to the left, the heraldic 
eagle of Poland, and behind it a full 
moon in the clouds, with these cryptic 
letters on its face: 3 MAJ. M. 

No wonder the small official finds his 
weissbier and rollmops unpalatable of a 
morning and deems it hard to keep his 
furor Teutonicus from actualities when 
he hears Polish spoken. 

Then the Polish painter ADALBERT 
Kogsak has had the impudence to give 
his’ imperial patron warning on the 
ground that a patriotic Pole cannot af- 
ford to accept the hospitality of a Kaiser 
who openly insults his nation. For cool 
effrontery does not that take the bird off 
the bush? But there is worse. Here 
comes a hectograph letter in the usual 
form to the proper official in Prague, be- 
ing a hue and cry after an escaped crim- 
inal named Wilhelm Kaiser, son of 
Friedrich Kaiser, giving his exact de- 
scription and the nature of his misdeeds. 
That guileless official translates the 
Polish original—the language should 
have made him suspicious!—into German 
and Bohemian, and publishes it in the 
Prague papers! Two days”passed before 
the unhappy man perceived that he had 
been forwarding and abetting a cruel 
joke on his sacred majesty the German 
Emperor, the friend and ally of his illus- 
trious sovereign. Since then his friends 
watch him lest he do himself an injury. 

Despite all Polish irritants the Kaiser 
will go to East Prussia to the manoeu- 
vres and swagger all over the place in 
his own picturesque and gratitude-de- 
serving way. He likes a row—a little 
one; and he is an adept in making the 
discomfort of one party assist him in 
getting concessions from another. If 
the water’s not too roiled he is ready to 
fish in it. Meantime he has the power— 


and the other side can only make faces 
and stick out their tongues, sometimes, 
thank the Lord, to humorous effect. 


THE TROUBLE AT SHENANDOAH. 

The deplorable culmination of the dis- 
order in the anthracite districts in the 
murderous riot at Shenandoah need not 
surprise any one. It is the natural, and 
indeed inevitable, result of the policy of 
the operators in encouraging the belief 
among the strikers that they so com- 
pletely contro] the situation that they 
may do what they like with impunity. 
When desperate men find themselves 
confronted by an invertebrate syndicate, 
open to the suepicion of lacking the cour- 
age to do openly what they are willing 
it shall be believed they are trying to do 
secretly, the worst passions of those who 
have been taught to consider themselves 
oppressed are aroused and the restraints 
which would be imposed by a respect for 
moral courage are not felt. 

In the @@ute stage which it has reached 
through the inability of the strike leaders 
to control the horde of ignorant and un- 
disciplined “ Slavs’”’ and “ Huns,” whom 
they have misled by false promises and 
deceived with the wholly insincere de- 
mand for an eight-hour day, the trouble 
cannot last very iong. It need never 
have been begun. If there was any good 
reason to suppose that the operators 
want to resume mining the date of such 
resumption could be fixed with confi- 
dence. The well-founded doubt which 
exists gn this point is confusing and ren- 
ders all predictions unsafe. 

Had the operators taken the situation 
in hand six weeks ago and made an hon- 
est and determined effort to open their 
mines the deplorable incidents of the 
Shenandosh riot would have been avoid- 
ed. If the statute relative to the employ- 
ment of qualified and licensed miners 
stood in the way of filling the places of 
those holding certificates it would have 
been a simple matter for the coupts to 
bave held to the performance of their 
duties the officers whose functions are 
purely administrative and who would not 
have taken the risk of disregarding man- 
damuses by performing such duties in 
the interest of the United Mine Workers. 
The alien miners, who scarcely speak our 
language, have believed all alpng, and 
believe now, that they have the operators 
wholly under control, and the longer they 
are allowed to cherish this notion the 
more likely will they be to hold them in 
contempt and the law in defiance. 

The situation now existing in the an- 
thracite mining districts is without 
precedent. We see a great industry on 
which millions of consumers and many 
other great industries are dependent 
effectually tied up by a union known to 
be in very imperfect control of its more 
intelligent members and trembling on the 
verge of dissolution. The employers re- 
fuse to make terms with their former 
employés, which is their privilege, but 
they equally refuse to employ others, 
which is not their vrivilege. With large 
numbers of their experienced men eager 
for re-employment, and thousands of 
others ready to return when any advan- 
tage can result from expressing a readi- 
ness to do so, not a pound of coal is being 
raised, and the little surplus stock in the 
market is dwindling to the famine point. 
Not thus would FRANKLIN B. Gowan in 
his time have discharged the responsi- 
bilities devolving upon his successor. 
Not thus would any man entitled to rate 
as even a corporal of industry manage 
the interests of the mine owners in such 
a crisis. Let us look the facts squarely 
in the face and cal! things by their right 
names.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—RIf anybody still has attention to be- 
stow upon the Mrs. Piper episode, which 
looms so large in the history and annals 
of the Society for Psychical Research, he 
will find much to interest him in a collec- 
tion of essays on the subject just published 
by The Medico-Legal Journal. To be sure, 
the pamphlet is pretty hard reading on ac- 
count of its editor’s pecullar ideas as to 
the use of punctuation marks and his 
quaint views as to the proper construction 
of sentences, but these little difficulties 
can be overcome by anybody willing to 
take the trouble, and his reward will be 
an opportunity to study an unusually com- 
plete revelation of the mental processes 
characteristic of the people who “ investi- 
gate” the noxious morass inhabited by 
‘*mediums.”” Practically every type of 
these “investigators”’’ is represented by 
one or several articles. The range extends 
from the vulgar exploiter of a “ tooth- 
brush and “broken teacup’”’ philosophy up 
to the hard-headed and clear-thinking man 
whose only mistake is the use of a pile- 
driver for the killing of black beetles. In 
one essay, a judge whom experience if 
nothing else ought to have made wise 
gives a really pathetic display of his ina- 
bility to weigh evidence presented to him 
off the bench; in another, a lawyer who 
not so many years ago was deservedly emi- 
nent in his profession coolly asserts the 
immeasurably superiority of an adven- 
turess with a long criminal record to one 
of the few ‘“ mediums” whose personal 
honesty has never been questioned; in a 
third, a well-known clergyman living at 
the centre of Western civilization tells 
with perfect gravity a long series of yarns 
that would have proved him abnormally 
credulous in the Middle Ages; in a fourth, 
a doctor of medicine ingenuously discloses 
an amount of—well, call it self-apprecia- 
tion, that is intensely amusing. And so it 
goes for 170 pages. One learns mighty lit- 
tle about Mrs. Prrer from the pamphlet, 
but a vast amount about those who have 
tried to prove or disprove her power to 
communicate with the dead. Also, that 
“phenomena ” takes a singular verb, a fact 
which shows how much some of the “in- 
vestigators’’ know about the terminology 


of psychology. 


—In what seems to be a personally pre- 
pared and deliberately published statement 
of the position of the mine operators, Mr. 
Tuomas P. Fow.er, President of the On- 
tario and Western Railway, makes this 
proclamation: ‘‘ Mr. Bagr and the rest of 
us’ are endeavoring to do our duty under 
very trying conditions, and thase who do 
not like our methods can continue to bay 
the moon until Christmas, for we certainiy 
shall not betray our trusts to please JonNN 
MITCHELL and his associates.’’ That sen- 
tence, among several other things, lacks 
suavity, and we shall be much surprised 
if somebody doesn't cut off its beginning 
up to the word “ those,” and its ending as 


far back as the word “trusts,” and utilize 
the remainder—still an accurate quotatidn— 
80 as seriously to decrease such. popularity 
as Mr. FowLter and others who are in the 
coal mining and carrying business still 
have left. So shortened, the sentence 
would have a sound very terrible indeed to 
the ears of all would-be coal consum- 
ers, big and little, a large majority of 
whom have a marked distaste for what 
Mr. Fow.er calls ‘‘our methods,’ and 
if they must bay something until 
Christmas, are very likely, sooner or later, 
to bay something else than the moon 
—baying the moon being an _ unprofita- 
ble amusement at best. And the question 
at issue, so far as the public is concerned, 
does not relate to the pleasing or displeas- 
ing of ‘‘JoHN MITCHELL and his associ- 
ates.’ The sympathies of the general pub- 
lic in this controversy have been confined 
almost exclusively to—itself. Each of the 
active parties to the great contest has been 
viewed by it with much the same feelings 
that Mercutio had for both the great 
houses whose unwilling and irrelevant vic- 
tim he was, and the desire has been, not 
for this or that end of the quarrel, but for 
an end, gny end, and the quicker the bet- 
ter. Mr. Fow.Ler’s apparent indifference 
to criticism of the policy of the mine opera- 
tors is injudicious, and it may be in a way 
unsafe. Really, he ought to edit his proc- 
lamations before he gives them out. 


——Had Mr. Apram 8S. Hewitt, when in- 
terviewed on the eve of his eightieth birth- 
day, chosen to look backward instead of 
forward, and to claim credit for work done 
instead of planning for further achieve- 
ment, he might well have talked with 
special pride of the part he had in giving 
New York its small parks. The glory of 
this benefaction has been much dividgd, 
shares of it going to some who did and to 
some who did not have clear claims to 
them, but Mr. Hewitt certainly should re- 
ceive as much as, if not more than, any- 
body else of public gratitude for these far 
from least of our few great municipal bless- 
ings. It was while he was Mayor that the 
advocates of small parks first took courage, 
and in his several messageseto mention 
only part of his aid—he gave them earnest 
and effectual advocacy. Thus was gen- 
eral attention fixed on the subject, and an 
interest aroused that at last overcame ig- 
norance and indifference and led to the 
substitution of the breathing place for the 
slum in many a place where such a change 
was desperately needed. Mr. HEwIT?T’s 
recognized deserts are so numerous that 
it is unnecessary to dwell upon any one of 
them, but his right to be called the Father 
of the Small Parks cannot be ignored and 
should not be forgotten. These oases of rest- 
fulness and beauty are still far too rare 
among our crowding shops and tenements, 
but some we have and more we are to have 
in the future of our hopes, yes, of our con- 
fident expectations. No investment of pub- 
lic funds nobler or even more immediately 
and directly profitable can be made than in 
the laying out of these little parks.

Hewitt celebrated here to-day his eightieth 
birthday. The occasion .was marked by 
numerous callers at Reverie Cove, Mr. 
Hewitt's Summer home, and by a flood of 
telegrams of congratulation from prominent 
men in all walks of life. Mr. Hewitt passed 
the day very quietly. He drove out in the 
early afternoon. and later received several 
of his old friends. The venerable philan- 
thropist and public servant passed this 
milestone of his career in excellent health 
and spirits. 

Mr. Hewitt in an interview expressed 
himself as very happy to have received so 
many notices of esteem and well wishes. 


Seth Low, Mayor of New York, was among 
those who wired their congratulations. 
Some of those who called upon Mr. Hewitt 
were Morris K. Jesup, Judge William R. 
Lawrence, Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, William 
E. Dodge, Charles T. Howe, W. Butler 
Duncan, and Gen. Thomas. 


Mayor Low, immediately upon arriving 
at the City Hall yesterday morning, or- 
dered the flags of the city and State to be 
flung from the staffs on the City Hall in 
honor of ex-Mayor Abram 8S. Hewitt. Yes- 
terday was the eightieth birthday ofthe 
ex-Mayor, and Mayor Low decided to honor 
him by ag the flags flown.

TRIBUTES TO MR. HEWITT. 


Abram S&S. Hewitt’s Birthday. 
(From the Brooklyn Eagle.) 

Abram S. Hewitt, celebrating his eigh- 
tieth birthday to-day in his summer home 
at Bar Harbor, is made the subject of lov- 
ing tribute by several of the, notable men 
who have been associated with him in some 
part of his varied career. There will be no 
dissent among those who know from the 
message sent from Scotland by Andrew 
Carnegie. He calls Mr. Hewitt ‘‘America’s 
foremost private citizen; the ggind old man 
of the United States; honest, pure, exceed- 
ing wise, public spirited and patriotic.” 
Perhaps the most notable thing about Mr. 
Hewitt is the extent to which he preserves 
undimmed the courage and optimism of 
youth as to the future of his country. He 
says frankly that his ‘“‘views are at vari- 
ance with those of the two parties now 
contending in New York,’’ but he does not 
for that reason imagine, as some younger 
reformers do, that his country or his party 
is going to the demnition bowwows. On the 
contrary he says: “Of the future of the 
nation, I see only ultimate good. The coun- 
try is running in the right and safe trend.” 
Mr. Hewitt follows this with a long dis- 
cussion of the relations of capital and labor. 
He holds that commercial and industrial 
peace will be established, after the pres- 
ent period of transition, without resort to 
new principles, but by the courageous ap- 

lication to legislation of those long estab- 
ished here. 

The detailed discussion by which Mr. 
Hewitt supports his conclusions shows that 
his mental vigor is not abated by age, 
neither is that sturdy self reliance which 
has led him, through his whole active ca- 
reer, to proclaim his principles and to act 
upon them without regard to personal con- 
sequences. Had he been less upright and 
downright in the support of what he be- 
lieved the right, Abram S. Hewitt might 
have achieved higher official position 
than he has won. Greater honor or more 
hearty respect, both from friends and op- 
ponents, it would be hard for any man to 
win. Although he talks about his retire- 
ment Mr. Hewitt still has upon his hands 
duties and obligations which would be con- 
sidered burdensome by many a younger 
man. One is that labor of love, the man- 
agement of Cooper Union, a work which 
has brought scarcely less honor upon Mr. 
Hewitt and upon the descendants of Peter 
Cooper than upon the founder of the great 
school. His life is a lesson in the oppor- 
tunities of America and it is an example 
of the wide honor in which the man who 
stands for his convictions at every point of 
his life is ultimately held. The benedic- 
tions of his countrymen follow Mr. Hewitt 
down the sunset slope, even as his life has 
been a stimulus and an inspiration even 
at those times when he was least under- 
stood. 


Mr. Hewitt’s Ideas. 
(From the Mail and Express.) 

Few men have had a better opportunity 
to accumulate wisdom with years than 
Abram 8S. Hewitt. Gifted by nature, well 
trained, well placed, benevolent, upright 
and universally trusted, he has had about 
every sort of profitable public and business 
experience that any man could have. He is 
just celebrating, with faculties undimmed, 
his eightieth birthday; and instead of look- 
ing forward to spending in retirement and 
ease the remainder of his days, which it is 
to be hoped may be many, Mr. Hewitt pro- 
poses to devote them to administering the 
important and exacting affairs of four 
great public institutions and charities. « 

From the vantage point of his years 
and experience, Mr. Hewitt has been sur- 
veying his country and his countrymen 
with comprehensive view; and it is a com- 
fort, particularly at a time when we are 
being. told by so many self-licensed philoso- 
phers that our country and its political and 
social institutions are going to the dogs, to 
be assured by so wise a man that all is well 
and more than well. Here is a man who 
cannot be fooled, whose sympathies 
are wholly with the people. And he is able 
to assure us that “labor is receiving a 


steadily increasing share of a steadily in- 
creasing product, and that capital is receiv- 
ing a steadily diminishing share of an 
increasing product, still insuring for it an 
adequate remuneration;,”" that ‘‘the in- 
dustrial world is steadily moving in the 
right direction for the welfare of man- 
kind;” that neither any revolution nor any 
new rinciples of government need be 
qveten ‘“‘in order that capital and labor 
shall be associated in peace and harmony;"’ 
that the time is approaching when capital- 
ists and laborers will more and more be 
joint owners, and that the Government 
will not, and should not, invade the domain 


of industry. 

This judgment is reassuring, especially 
as it comes from so well-trusted a man as 
Mr. Hewitt. There can be no reasonable 


question of its correctness.

TREASURY OUTLOOK IS GOOD. 


Estimated that Surplus for Fiscal Year : 
Will Reach $25,000,000, 
is Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—The opinion at 
the Treasury Department is that the bal-

ance sheet for July, which shows a deficit 4 


of about $7,500,000, affords very unreliable ° 
data from which to estimate the standing 
of the Treasury at the beginning of the 
year. 

Secretary Shaw said this afternoon that 
the deficit was in no way discouraging, 
but, on the other hand, he was very much ~ 
pleased with the outlook. In July a year 
ago. the receipts and expenditures just 
about offset each other, as the expenditures 
in the first month of the fiscal year are 
always heavy. The apparently large deficit 
for this month would have been decidedly 
smaller had there not been extraordinary 
payments during the month. For instance, | 
the Treasury paid to States $3,000,000 in 
claims arising out of the fitting out of 
troops for the civil war. There will be no 
more expenditures of this kind until after 
the adjournment of the next session of Con- 
gress. 

The receipts from the different sources 
this month have been as follows: Customs, 
$24,430,743; internal revenue, $21,618,124; 
miscellaneous, $3,256,823. In July of last 
year the receipts from customs were $21,- 
263,063. Consequently the month of July 
of this year shows an increase of over 
$3,000,000 in customs over the same month - 
a year ago. In July of last year the re- 
ceipts from internal revenue were $28, - 
190, showing a falling off for July of this 
year of $6,720,036. This is a little in excess | 
of the expectations of Congress when it 
reduced the war revenue, the opinion of 
Congress being that the reduction would 
amount to about $75,000,000 for the year. 
From an internal revenue standpoint, the 
outlook for the month would not be ex- 
tremely good, but the fine showing made 
by the customs receipts oftsets Mm tne 
greatest degree any poor showing in in- 
ternal revenues. 

Should ‘the receipts for the balance ‘of 
the year make as good a eee hohen com- 
aratively, as July, the surplus. for the 
iscal year ought to amount to about 
$25,000,000.

debates last session. The Ambassador 
states that he does own 100 shares of min- 
ing stock in this company, and that it ig 
registered in his name. He accounts for 
the possession of it by pointing to his state-- 
ment made to the department last Marehi,'-, 
and asks that this be given publicity now. 

According to that statement, Mr. Clayton 
became trustee for an aged lady, a rela-~ 
tive believed to be a cousin, and an Ameri- 
can citizen. She had inherited a consid- 
erable amount of El Carmen mining stock, 
and having no one to look after her inter~ 
ests in Mexico, she induced Mr. Clayton 


to represent her. But he could not become 
a Director of the company, which it was 
necessary for him to do to look after her. 
property, unless he owned a block of stock, 
and this he acquired to the extent of 100 
shares, thé value of which is small. 

At the same time he notified his relative 
that by consenting to act for her as’ a 
Director in the company, he placed himself 
in a position where he could not serve her 
in a diplomatic capacity, should the com- 
pany become involved in that way.

INFORMAL DRESS AT DINNER. 


I watched my neighbors as they walked 
in to dinner. Not above a dozen men were 
in evening dress and not half as many 
ladies wore décolleté gowns. The very few 
who were thus habited were young ladies, 
without exception. It seemed to me that 


the ugliest, the oldest, and tbe stoutest 
women were the ones who wore the showi- 
est gowns, and, as‘is always the case, the 
big women, who should choose dark colors, 
were nearly all in white, There was only 
one shirt waist in the dining. hall. The 
dresses were all made as complete sults, - 
were fashioned of silks of the lightest 
weight or in other stuffs as thin. or else 
were splendid creations of costly - lace. 
White and very light greys and blues pre- 
yonderated. A few women came in their 
mats, as if they were entering a railroad 
station, but it was invariably noticeable 
that their hats were extremely meng * and 
costly, and matched their gowns. ever 
when among wealthy. women have I seen 
so small a display of jewels. A jeweled 
pin here, a modest necklace of pearls there, 
a few obtrusive rings elsewhere were all 
that I noticed. But, alas! all wore black 
shoes or black slippers! 

The “black belt” appears to shift its geo- 
graphical position each summer and Sara- 
toga becomes the centre of it. Negroes 
have always been the favorite servants 
here and the great dining halls of the lar- 
gest hotels are thick with darkies at dinner 
time. They file up and down the middle 
of the room beneath a brilliant line of 
electroliers like dead ge in the Milky 
Way. They are the best colored waiters 
I have ever seen. They grin whenever they 
move, go about as softly as so many kit- 
tens and speak even more quietly than they 
move. They remain theatrical, of’ course, 
I do no believe that any actor can ex- 
press more with gesticulations than some 
of these head waiters and assistant head 
waiters do in beckoning to the guests, in 
signaling to the waiters and even in hand- 
ing out a glass of water. But they are also 
coaxing, smiling, deferential and eager and 
they cultivate a degree and kind of ser- 
vility that is artistic and admirable if it 
is not noble. 

‘*My waiter says nothing but ‘ yes, Sir,’ 
no matter what I say to him,’’ I remarked 
to a head waiter. 

**’Deed, that’s what he should say,’ he 
replied. ‘‘ All these walters say nothin’ but 
*“Yessir’; they’re trained to say nothin’ 
else. The guestses is here to have ‘ yessir’ 
said to ’em. ‘No, Sir’ don’t sound very 
well to a man that’s come for to get what- 
ever he wants, and has the money to pay 
for it. Whatever a gues’ wants, the waiter 
must say, ‘ Yes,- Sir,’ and even if a gues’ 
says it’s hot weather when the birds is 
freezin’ in the nests, it’s a waiter’s business 
to ply ‘ Yes, Sir.’ That's what the guestses 
is here for, and that’s what the waiters 
must give ’em.”’ 


LITTLE WINE DRUNK. 


If you see a bottle of claret on a table, 
if you aman drinking Scotch and 
water, if you hear the pop of a champagne 
cork, ‘you may be almost certain that he 
or she who indulges in this refreshment is 
a new comer. It has long been said, and it 
is certainly true, that the air here is so 
stimulating as to make much dsinking of 
spirits unnecessary and distasteful.. And 


in the milder matter of cigars the man 
who orders “‘the strongest you've got” 
when he first comes wil) pe be seen 
studying the cigar case and selecting weeds 
such as a Scotchman once described to me 
as ‘‘ verra gentle.” 

After dinner we go out — = the. porches 
of the interior court to hear the music 
while we smoke, and the young ladies strut 
before us like dear, delightful, variegated 
pizcone while the matrons sit at ease, fans 
n hand and think about their youth, their 
dinner, and their waist measures. Or some 
of us wend out: to the street porch to 
watch the ladies from the boarding houses, 
passing bare-headed in an endless proces- 
sion, to see the people coming back from 
dinner on the lake and to read the Wall 
Street editions: of the New . York’ evening 
papers. Presently some of us go off to 
‘**gamble on the green,” as the irreverent 
would say. But nearly all the ladies and 
ever sO many men go to the dances to see 
the light feet of Terpsichore whirl scores of 
happy couples through rhythmic patterns 
on the waxen floors, to feel the surging of 
their blood as the infectious music stirs it, 
to look on at the bright eyes and parted 
lips and rosy cheeks of the happy girls, 
calling back oh, so many happy memories 
of other days, of other lands, and of loves 
that are sobering—or else are dead. 

But one must not be carried away from 
one’s work. What of the dancing this year 
at this shrine of fashion? What is its pe- 
culiarity and distinguishing trait? I will 
write it down. There were tweive dances 
at each of two hotels, or twenty-four in all, 
and fifteen were the two-step, The waltz 
has sunk into second place and got but 
eight innings in the game. At the Grand 
Union there was nothing but the two-step 
and the waltz, At the States there was one 
departure, the fifth dance was a polka.

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ALDERMEN RESENT 
SOME INSINUATIONS 


Subject of Tunnel Franchise Con- 
ference Caused Trouble. 


Mr. Stewart Brought a Storm About His 
Head — Railroad Committeemen 
Angry—Mr. Woodbury Gets 
an Appropriation. 


The members of the Board of Aldermen 
voted yesterday to take a Summer vacation, 
and therefore the next meeting is to be 
held on Sept. 4. In the closing half hour 
of the meeting yesterday an appropriation 
under consideration was for $10,000 for re- 
pairs to the stteam boilers of the steam 
dumps which were discarded by Commis- 
sioner Nagle of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment, but which are being used now 
at a great saving to the city by the present 
administration. 

Several Tammany members wanted to 
defeat the appropriation. Commissioner 
Woodbury appealed to the members in the 
interest. of the public welfare to pass the 
appropriation. He butttonholed a Tam- 
many member and said, quietly: 

*“* Now, don’t act against the interest of 
the city. Vote for this. We need the 
money. It’s a good thing for the people.” 

On the final roll call one vote was needed. 
Commissioner Woodbury grabbed Alderman 
Foley by the lapels of his coat, and actual- 
ly dragged him from the anteroom to the 
Chamber while the Tammany members 
laughed, 

**How about the man you were going to 
appoint?’”’ Foley asked. 

“ That’s all right—if I can. Vote for this; 
I need your vote.”’ 

Alderman Foley then had himself re- 
corded in the affirmative. Commissioner 
Woodbury was profuse in his thanks to the 
Tammany Alderman. 

*““You have saved the day,’’ the Commis- 
sioner said. ‘I thank you, for you have 
done a good deed.” 

** How about appointing my man?"’ Foley 
asked again. 

** Now, you are a good fellow. You have 
done a favor for me, and I will do one for 
you if I can,’’ the Commissioner replied. 

‘“*Say,”’ the Alderman said to a reporter, 
“I admire that fellow. He is a hustler. 
How can you say no to a man who works 
like that chap. He's a winner. Now, he 
got me to vote for that thing and promised 
me to appoint a man—if he can. He never 
seems to get to the ‘can’ point. He's a 
corker and can give some of the Tammany 
fellows points.”’ 

Mayor Low's letter, recommending the 
appointment of a committee to consider 
the Pennsylvania tunnel franchise, was 
read. President Cantor made a motion to 
appoint a Committée of Five to confer 
with the committee of the Rapid Transit 


Commission and report back to the Board. 

Alderman Stewart suggested that the 
Committee of Five should not contain the 
name of any member of the Railroad Com- 
mittee or of ay | member of the Board of 
Aldermen who has been actively engaged 
in the tunnel matter. He said that men 
who were ‘“‘untrammeled” in any way were 
better qualified. 

The alderman'’s apparent § insinuation 
against the members of the Railroad Com- 
mittee raised a_storm of protest from the 
members of that committee and their 
friends. ' 

Alderman Wafer declared that. whatever 
coneessions had been gained from the rail- 
road had been gained by the members of 
the Railroad Committee.

In the news columns 
of THE NEw YorK Times this morning 
appears the presentation of the policy, 
plans, and absorption terms of the new 
enterprise. To investors directly inter- 
‘ ested specific interest attaches to the 
details so scheduled; but the matter, is 
broader far than that; in it are exhibited 
i factors that have significance much be- 
’ yond any undertaking, however ambi- 
tious, in New York real estate or metro- 
’ politan construction. 

Therein is the working out or accept- 
ance of that financial theory which is in 
every branch of trade working whole- 
gzome revolution—recognition of the fact 
' that in combination and in concentration 
_4s profit. What aforetime was de- 
- mounced crudely as monopoly, dangerous 
; and destructive, is now civilized into a 
' business policy that assures to capital— 
i as to other interests—the harvesting of 
maximum net results. In iron and steel, 
- as in the piping and marketing of oil, 
the making of sugar, and, finally, in the 
- unified whole of transportation, this de- 
,; veloped policy sets examples for every 
,4ndustry of size and consequence. And 
| $ts adaptation to the, handling of real 
restate and the construction of great 
i buildings is but the natural step for- 
: ward, made in this instance by men 
whose reccrd is pre-eminent for pro- 
gressiveness closely allied with prudence. 


At the close of the Stock Exchange 
yesterday official announcement was 
‘gnade of the plan for readjusting the 
, Capitalization of the Chicago, Rock Isl- 
and and Pacific Railroad. The plan’s 
detaiis are given in amplitude elsewhere 
fn to-day’s New York Times. In some 
essential particulars what is proposed 
differs from what Wall Street forecasts 
have represented. It is the fashion to 
hur! epithets at “the Rock Island plan” 
—a fashion started and maintained far in 
advance of aught tangible known of it. 
That such criticism is unfair, that such 
criticism provides its own defeat, doesn’t 
disturb the oracles of it, of course; but 
in the present instance neither adulatory 
approval nor abusive sneers will count 
for much—so ready at hand are the true 
tests of the legitimacy of the corpora- 
tion’s undertaking. 

In this Rock Island plan are new 
features. But their newness alone does 
mot necessarily make them vicious. The 
property's control passes to a “ holding ”’ 
corporation, a finance corporation. That 
is hardly novel. The Manhattan Elevat- 
ed corporation of this town stands for 
precedent. Preferred stockholders are to 
ibe vested, under limitations, with con- 
trol. That does not approach the power 
that careful finance in recent years has 
been bestowing upon “ voting Trustees.” 
‘And so through a long list of much- 
shouted criticism by folks who have fore- 
ordained the plan to failure. 

Whether it ought to fail depends upon 
gust these considerations: Is it fair, is 
it safe, is it practicable? And the an- 
gwers to these questions may be readily 
enovgh found in even a superficial study 
of the financial records of the Rock Isl- 
and Company itself. Ten minutes with 
Poor's Manual is better than a cycle of 
effervescent “criticism” that doesn’t 
criticise intelligently. 

It is unfortunate that those financiers 
who are responsible for the development 
of this “ plan” have not deemed it worth 
their while to make a clear and explicit 
exhibit of what the Rotk Island com- 

tive record is. The trouble would 
not have been great. Why should it 
have been avoided?

Already the wise men of Wall Street's 
bear army are shouting over anticipated 
profits they will make because to-morrow’'s 
bank statement will be “ very bad.”" They 
were just as sure a week ago. 

What any worrier over local money mar- 
ket conditions ignores is that important 
bankers—they who should better than any- 


body else know the facts—are unfaltering 
in their confidence that loan market con- 
ditions will stay equable, that funds will 
be plenty, and rates reasonable for a long 
time to come. 


COLORADO FUEL. 

Colorado Fuel cut sensational capers yes- 
terday, dropping almost 10 points with not 
a satisfactory explanation available any- 
where. The stock market speculators, who 
are mutually proclaiming that they are 
fighting one another, distributing a variety 
of bulletins, calling one another names and 
eulogizing themselves. President Osgood’s 
friends asserted that Mr. Gates was raid- 


ing the market in order to affect the credit. 


of the company and so scare Osgood's fol- 
lowers; and Mr. Gates’s proclaimed theory 
was that the Osgood contingent was being 
obliged to sacrifice its stock, while Mr.

PEOPLE’S GAS. 

The stock of the People’s Gas Company 
of Chicago declined a fraction on the news 
that Judge Grosscup at Chicago had ren- 
dered a decision unfavorable to the com- 
pany in the litigation growing out of the 
Chicago “‘strike’’ ordinance abliging the 
company to charge 75 cents per thousand 
for its product. But trading in the stock 
was on an insignificant basis, 5,000 shares 
representing the total business of the day. 
The decision (which is to be appealed) 


was not unexpected by the gas company, 
whose attorneys long ago advised that the 
lower courts would probably side with the 
levying Aldermen. he company yesterday 
declared its regular quarterly dividend a@ 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. Current 
earnings are semi-officially reported to ap 
proximate 714 per cent. 


MEXICAN CENTRAL. 


Some signs develop of approach to readi- 
ness upon the part of Mexican Central in- 
terests to permit advance in that com- 
pany’s securities. Official efforts seem to 
have been exerted for some time past to 
prevent anything like the buoyancy which 
investigators of the property's condition 
believe natural. Certain important details 
in the rounding out of the policy for the 
company’s future have been influential in 
inducing the official attitude. Threatening 


obstacles have been removed and a number 
of advantageous negotiations have been 
completed. Cable dispatches received yes- 
terday from London indicate that interests 
there hitherto unfavorably indisposed have 
now committed themselves enthusiastically 
to the support of the Mexican Central re- 
adjustment plan. 


INTERNATIONAL COURTESY. 
All the New York financial and commer- 
cial exchanges are likely to follow the lead 
of the Cotton Exchange in making Great 
Britain’s Coronation Day a holiday. 


FOLLOWERS OF MR. GATES. 

Wall Street brokerage houses with out- 
of-town connections report that in all the 
provincial cities where there are local 
Stock Exchanges, new public interest is 
developing in speculation. Especially is 
this true in Philadelphia and Boston. Wall 
Street information from Chicago is to the 
effect that whatever may have been the 
success—the profit or the loss—of John W. 
Gates and his associates in the July corn 
corner, there have been unhappy sequels 
for that part of the public which ran 


hilariously after the big manipulators and 
loaded up with corn at 90 or higher. 


GENERAL CROP CONDITIONS. 


Reports from correspondents of R. G. 
Dun & Co., in important crop sections, show 
continued favorable progress for corn and 
prospects of a banner yield. Winter wheat 
grades low, but the yield is good, and in 
Nebraska Spring wheat is being cut, with 
conditions favorable. Damage by floods in 
Texas to cotton is insignificant, and a large 
yield is practically assured in the South- 
west. In the Atlantic Coast States and in 
some parts of Georgia and Alabama rain 
is needed, but the crop is making fav erable 
progress. Hay harvest is still greatly re- 
tarded by wet weather. Oats still promise 
a large yield. From Central New York 
reports are numerous of blight and rot of 
early potatoes, but still a good yield. To- 
bacco in the Lynchburg section is free from 
insects and weeds, though little progress 
is made on account of the drought; in New 
York State an average yield is anticipated. 
Apples are doing poorly, and hops in New 
York State are making very unsatisfactory 
progress. 


STEEL TRUST LITIGATION. 

NEWARK, N. J., July 31.—Robert Mc- 
Carter, counsel for the plaintiffs in the case 
of J. Aspinwall Hodge and others against 
the United States Steel Corporation, asked 
Vice Chancellor Emery to-day to compel 
counsel for the corporation to file the ad- 
ditional pleadings, for the filing of which 
he ‘had asked time. 

At a hearing on July 23 R. V. Lindabury, 
counsel for the defendant company, said he 


understood that counsel for the other side 
would like to amend their bill, and he con- 
sequently would have to ask for time to 
amend his answer. Mr. McCarter said to- 
day that he was tired of waiting, as two 

extensions had been granted. The Vice 
Chancellor said he would sign an order 
limiting the time to Aug. 6. 


STEEL FOUNDRIES ORGANIZED. 

The official announcement of the Amer- 
ican Steel Foundriees Company’s organiza- 
tion, which was effected yesterday, is re- 
marleable chiefly for the fact that the 
auditors of the company are a regular 
firm of expert accountants. Wall Street 
took this as the first step to a more public 
conduct of affairs of the large corporations.

COTTON.—Yesterday was uneventful in the 
cotton market, despite the fact that prices were 
generally lower, and that it gave the bull con- 
tingent a last chance to bulge the July op- 
tion. Trading was comparatively quiet through- 
out the session, and the general trend of opera- 
tions was in the direction of closing up the 
more straggling accounts in preparation for 
whatever next Monday's hureau conditiqn state- 
ment might have in store. The market opened 
quiet and steady, with prices unchanged to 2 
points higher, the light improvement being due 
to scattering demand and from room shorts, 
who were not fully reassured as to the flood 
situation in Texas. The Liverpool market scored 
a full response to the rise of Wednesday here, 
and there were a few English buying orders in 
evidence. But shortly after the call reports 
that the rains in Texas had ceased and a fore- 
cast for generally fair weather in that section 
yesterday and to-day, led to nervous liquidation, 
and brought out some bear pressure. Later 
news came to hand that the flood damage in 
Texas had been exaggerated, and that generous 
rains had fallen where needed over the central 
and eastern portions of the cotton country. 
Philadelphia selling of August, absence of sup- 
porting orders, and pressure from several prom- 
inent commission houses added to the weak- 
ness of the market. Wall Street bears were 
conspicuous as sellers all the early session, while 
the South and West offered the distant op- 
tions on new ventures. Early in the afternoon 
a flurry of covering rallied prices for a brief 
period, but later ‘the whole list again weakened 
under Wall Street and other selling. The close 
was barely steady, with prices net 6 to 13 
points lower, September alone losing the full 
13 points. Total sales were estimated ‘at 100,000 
bales, well distributed through the list. The 
final settlement of July contracts was effectsd 
without a ripple of interest, and the prediction 
is for a similar wind-up of the August option. 

Spot cotton closed quiet and steady, with 
quotations 1-16c lower on the basis of 8 15-16c 
for middling upland and 9 3-16c for middling 
Gulf; sales, 9,188 bales. Southern spot mar- 
kets were telegraphed as follows: Mobile un- 
changed at 8%c; Savannah unchanged at 8c; 
Wilmington unchanged at 8%c; Norfolk _ un- 
changed at 91-16c; Baltimore unchanged at 
9%c; Galveston, 1-16c lower, at 8%c; Augusta 
unchanged at 9c; St. Lowis unchanged at 8%&c.

but the smoke and the law courts. July wheat 
in all markets fluctuated violently on the last 
day, and it was with much relief that traders 
witnessed the expiration of one of the most 
manipulated months in recent years, corners 
having prevailed in all three great cereals. Here 
70,000 bushels No. 2 red and No. 1 Northern 
were delivered on contract, but not coming on 
the market, impelled shorts to cover vigorously, 
sending prices up a cent per bushel at one time, 
although all was lost again by midday. July in 
Chicago sold at 76c early and at 69%c before the 
close, while in Minneapolis the price movement 
surpassed any other markets. Opening there at 
79\%4c, it drifted to Tic in the afternoon, rallied 
suddenly to 79c, and off again to 7744c, which 
was the closing figure. Other markets, while 
less active, also had their share of excitement 
during the day. Outside of July, the market had 
a@ generally downward tendency all day, and 
closed weak, showing %@1%c net decline here. 
Selling was impelled by further liberal Winter 
wheat receipts, a favorable weather and crop 
situation, somewhat lessened export trade, and 
weakness in coarse grains. The export business 
consisted of 89 loads, all ports.

MRS. DULLES’ NECKLACE SEIZED 


Proceedings for the Forfiture of the 
Jewelry Which Was Not Declared 
Will Be Begun. 


Collector Stranahan yesterday, under or- 
ders from Washington, seized the twelve- 
thousand-dollar pearl necklace belonging 
to Mrs. L. Harrison Dulles of Philadelphia, 
which she had neglected to mention in her 
declaration of dutiable effects on her ar- 
rival on the Kronprinz Wilhelm, and which 
was taken from her by Special Agent Theo- 
bald on the pier of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company a few days ago. 

Theobald, who had learned while abroad 
of the purchase of the necklace, had 
crossed on the steamer with Mrs. Dulles. 
He noticed that she did not declare the 
necklace, and after she had met her hus- 
band on the dock he stepped up to her and 
demanded the necklace. 

It was around Mrs. Dulles’s neck, under 
her dress, and she had to go aboard the 
steamer to take it off. She said that she 
had delayed declaring the necklace be- 
cause she wanted to consult with her hus- 


band as to whether to value it at its pur- 
chase price of $12,800 or to ask for an ap- 
praisement, 

Collector Stranahan found some conflict 
of authority as to wether intention to con- 
ceal the goods could be proved, as Mrs. 
Dulles had not started to leave the pier, 
and he referred the case to the department 
in Washington. 

The necklace contains 242 white pearls, 
carefully graduated as to size, and is fas- 
tened with a diamond clasp. It is valued at 
$12,000 and GU per cent. duty should have 
been paid on it. Proceedings for the for- 
feiture of the necklace will be begun 
through the United States District Attor- 
ney’s office. 


MEN IN THE CAR WENT HOME. 


Irate Passengers, After Sitting for an 
Hour, Yielded to Sleepiness— 
May Bring Suit. 


The nine passengers of the Third Ave- 
nue surface car, which, instead of being 
taken to One Hundred and Twenty-ninth

Veteran Police Officer Will Return 
to Private Life. 


After Interview with Col. Partridge Yes- 
terday He Announced His Intention 
—Sketch of His Career. 


Police Captain James K. Price, who was 
recently sent to command the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct, whose headquarters are in Eldridge 
Street, went to Police Headquarters yes- 
terday afternoon, had a short talk with 
Col. Partridge, and then announced that 
his application to be retired as a Captain 
on half pay ($1,375 per annum) had bee.

DEATH FROM A MOSQUITO BITE. 


Crusade Against Insect in the Bronx as 
Result of Fatal Termination of 
a Case of Erysipelas. 


Ac@ording to a report made yesterday to 
the Board of Health, the death on Wednes- 
day night of Alfred Croneberger, the four- 
teen-months-old son of George Croneber- 
ger, a butcher, of 142 Willis Avenue, was 
due to a mosquito bite. 

The child was taken ill three or four days 
ago with whooping cough. On Monday 
morning it was bitten the calf of the 
left leg by a mosquito. The leg rapidly 
became swollen and discolored. Erysipelas 
developed, and in spite of the care of Dr. 
W. T. Klein of 182 Willis avenue the child 
died on Wednesday night. 

Yesterday Dr. Klein filed with the Board 
of Health authorities in the Bronx a death 
certificate in which it was set forth that 
“death was caused by erysipelas due to the 
bite of a mosquito."’ The Board of Health 
officials at first refused to accept the cer- 
tificate, but Dr. Riegelman, the Deputy 


Coroner, after investigation, said he had no 
doubt the mosquito bite brought on the 
erysipelas. 

Incidental to this case came the news 
yesterday that the Bronx Health Depart- 
ment has inaugurated a crusade against 
mosquitos and that the first steps toward 
ridding some of the pest-ridden localities 
will be taken the first of next week. Crude 
petroleum will be used to spray the stag- 
nant water and the surface of the ground. 
Dr. Hurd of the Health Department says 
he thinks one application of the petroleum 
will be sufficient.

LEGAL NOTES. 

AN ANTE-NuPTIAL AGREEMENT.—Henry 
B. Baker before his marriage in January, 
1900, to Dora Johnston, made an ante-nup- 
tial agreement to bequeath to her, in case 
she survived him, $20,000 in lieu of dower, 
and if he failed to make such provision in 
his will then such sum was to be a charge 
against his estate. The agreement further 
provided that the future Mrs. Baker was 
to be barred from all rights as a widow. 
3aker died in July, 1901, without making 
a will. Surrogate Benton of Monroe Coun- 
ty, where the deceased lived, has allowed 
Mrs. Baker the amount her husband agreed 
to will her, and decides that it is a charge 
against his estate. The Surrogate also holds 
that the sum is not subject to a transfer 
tax. He says in part: “he agreement is 
not a grant conveying a present interest in 
property. Nor jis it testamentary in its 
character. A suit will lie upon its breach 
for damages. It is a debt within the mean- 
ing of the usual clause in a will directing 
the payment of debts, and the executor 
may pay it as such. It is not made in con- 
templation of death, but of marriage. That 


in this particular case one of the parties to 
the contract becomes entitled to its consid- 
eration upon the death of the other, and so 
‘enters into the possession or enjoyment 
thereof,’ at or after such death, is but an 
incident of, and not of the essence of the 
contract. The time of payment of the con- 
sideration is fixed at degth, but it would 
be equally valid if fixed at some other 
period or time, and in either case the con- 
sideration is none the less a debt payable 
from the estate of the deceased.”’
